I received from Nancy Barnes, assistant to Senator Al Kookesh, 
as part of a mass e-mailing. 



The chain started with Michelle Davis, an Anchorage woman, who was outraged by DJ banter 
on KFBX 100.5, the Fox -- that was a dig at Alaska Native women. 



I think it's something you should be aware of. 



Dear ADN; 



I am writing to tell you about an extraordinarily insulting comment that was said on Fox 
Radio, 100.5 this morning. As I was driving to work, I stopped channel surfing long 
enough to listen to some light banter between the morning hosts, Woody and Wilcox. They 
were testing callers to see what true crime incident actually happened in Florida. The 
talk turned to the weather and real Alaskans. Then one DJ asked this question, on the 
air, "Have you made love to the Yukon River and peed in a Native woman?" That is one of 
the ugliest things I have ever heard. 



The DJ was taking that old, insulting line about someone only being a real Alaskan if 

1 
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they'd peed in the Yukon River, made love to a Native woman, killed a bear etc, etc. When 
I grew up, the phrases used to describe Native women in that chestnut were as bad as the N 
word. They used klootch, squaw, and so on. This DJ managed to take what was already 
degrading and insulting and make it infinitely worse. 



I have complained to the Station Manager, and also filed with the FCC. To me, this was 
hate speech, and the public should have an opportunity speak against it. There is so 
much violence against Native women that goes unpunished. Let's try an experiment. I'd 
like you to say "Have you made love to the Yukon River and peed in a Native woman." Let 
the true ugliness brought up by those words be in your mind for a minute. Then, consider 
if someone said that about your sister, mother, wife or friend. Please, don't tolerate 
this and don't let it go by without being held up to the light.

I'll spare you the full chain of subsequent e-mails. But here's an excerpt from one of 
them. Estelle Thompson Hale, who's from the Bristol Bay region, writes: ' 



"This blatant, deliberate and unvarnished type of hatred against Native people has to 
stop. It's not just these particular DJ's either. This type of discrimination and racial 
hate perpetuation happens on other radio stations as well. If you ever listen to Dan 
Fagan, who has got his own show on AM 750 from 2-5pm, M-F, or "Don Megga* on 101.3 KGOT, 
you know what I'm talking about. The degree of discrimination varies, but it is there 
nonetheless. The remarks tend to be about Natives being drunk, being lazy, or other 
misconceptions or generalizations about Native people." 



The Obama candidacy has triggered a national dialogue on race -- that's having an impact 
here on the Alaska Native community. 



The "racial" issue is on people's minds - as you were quick to pick up on -- at the Tom 
Stewart memorial... this sense, that as a state, we want to take the moral high ground - to 
show respect by incorporating Native culture in a redesign of the state seal. 

You and Todd are in the unique position to take leadership here. And seem to be doing so, 
by asking Alaskans to aspire to more, to be more inclusive. 



And while we're on the topic of inclusiveness„.. 



I've been emailing Julie Kitka at AFN, and she was very positive about your ANCSA CEO 
meeting. She said "inclusion" is so important - and that so often, Native leaders are not 
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* included," so your gesture meant a lot. Julie was very happy about the hospitality you 
and Todd extended to the CEO's. 



Just one more quick note. I did leave a message with the FOX station's program director, 
known as "'Crash, " requesting more information about what was actually said. I'm hoping 

it's not true — that there's some misunderstanding. 



I have not heard back, but Representative Mary Nelson's office did hear from w Crash," who 
apologized for the banter. 



I hope this email gives you a feel for the general climate, when it comes to race issues 
in Alaska. No doubt about it. They're heating up.

Wal-Mart and the bi-partisan coalition of Mayors Against Illegal Guns today announced that Wal-Mart, the 
largest seller of firearms in the nation, has adopted the new Responsible Firearms Retailer Partnership, a 10-point 
code that will help ensure that guns do not fall into the wrong hands. The Responsible Firearms Retailer 
Partnership, created by Mayors Against Illegal Guns and Wal-Mart, is a set of policies that will be implemented 
over time that includes video recording of sales, rigid controls on inventory, checks that gun purchasers are not 
misrepresenting themselves and the development of a first-of-its kind computerized crime gun trace log for 
retailers. The new crime gun trace log will flag purchases by customers who have previously bought guns later 
recovered in crimes. Mayors Against Illegal Guns and Wal-Mart developed the code to curb some of the most 
common ways guns end up in the hands of criminals. Wal-Mart will implement the 10-point code at its stores 
where firearms are sold Tlie announcement was made at the Mayors Against Illegal Guns National Summit, 
where representatives from 60 cities gathered to discuss ways to keep guns out of the hands of criminals, held at 
the Ronald Reagan Building and International Trade Center in Washington, D.C. 

"We know the ways that guns can end up being used in crimes. Now a responsible and innovative company 
has stood up with our over-300 member coalition of mayors to strengthen their sales practices to keep guns out of 
the hands of criminals," said New York City Mayor and coalition co-chair Michael R. Bloomberg. "I've always 
believed in leading by example, and Wal-Mart has again demonstrated why it's a great American company. The 
Responsible Firearms Retailer Partnership makes good sense - it will have no impact on a well-intentioned and 
law-abiding gun buyer - but will help keep Americans safer." 

"Wal-Mart currently uses a strong point of sale system that allows us to serve the many hunters and outdoorsmen 
who've made us their retailer of choice, while also ensuring the responsible sale of firearms," said JP Suarez, 
senior vice president and chief compliance officer, Wal-Mart. "This code is a way for us to fine tune the things 
we're already doing and further strengthen our standards. We hope other retailers will join us in adopting the 
code." 



"Partnerships like this one emphasize our mission to keep illegal guns off our streets, and reinforces that we are 
not cracking down on legal gun owners and the Second Amendment " said Boston Mayor and coalition co-chair 
Thomas M. Menino. "This is about public safety and I want to thank Wal-Mart for taking responsibility and being 
a leader in this area. This code of contact will have no impact on the rights of responsible gun owners, but will 
help mayors and our law enforcement stop the proliferation of illegal guns." 

The Responsible Firearms Retailer Partnership is designed to strengthen the points in me gun purchasing system 
that criminals have exploited in the past. According to the US Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives (ATF), 46% of its criminal gun trafficking investigations involved straw purchasers, where someone 
who is not legally allowed to purchase a firearm does so through the use of a proxy, known as a straw buyer. 
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Examples of the provisions in the Responsible Firearms Retailer Partnership intended to deter and stop illegal purchasers 
are videotaped sales, increased monitoring of fake IDs, the crime gun trace log, and increased training for employees to 
spot illegal purchases. Additionally, the inventory controls and increased physical security for firearms in the Responsible 
Firearms Retailer Partnership are intended to stem lost and stolen guns, which ATF reports often make their way into the 
illegal market. 

The 10 points of the Responsible Firearms Retailer Partnership are: 

1. Videotaping the Point of Sale for All Firearms Transactions. Participating retailers will videotape the 
point-of-sale of all firearms transactions and maintain videos for 6 months to deter illegal purchases and 
monitor employees. 

2. Computerized Crime Gun Trace Log and Alert System. Mayors Against Illegal Guns will develop a 
computerized system that participating retailers will implement over time to log crime gun traces relating to 
the retailer. Once the program is in place, if a customer who has a prior trace at that retailer attempts to 
purchase a firearm, the sale will be electronically flagged. The retailer would have discretion to proceed 
with the sale or stop the sale. 

3. Purchaser Declaration. For sales flagged by the trace alert system, participating retailers will ask 
purchasers to fill out a declaration indicating that they meet the legal requirement to purchase the firearm. 

4. Deterring Fake IDs. Participating retailers will only accept valid federal- or state-issued picture IDs as 
primary identification. Retailers will utilize additional ID checking mechanisms. 

5. Consistent Visible Signage Consistent Visible Signage. Participating retailers will post signage created 
by the Responsible Firearms Retailer Partnership to alert customers of their legal responsibilities at the 
point-of-sale. 

6. Employee Background Checks Employee Background Checks. Participating retailers will conduct 
criminal background checks for all employees selling or handling firearms. 

7. Employee Responsibility Training. Participating retailers will participate in an employee responsibility 
training program focused on deterring illegal purchasers. The Responsible Firearms Retailer Partnership 
will create an online training system based on Wal-Mart's training program. 

8. Inventory Checking. Participating retailers will conduct daily and quarterly audits. Guidelines will be 
based on Wal-Mart's existing audit procedures. 

9. No Sales Without Background Check Results. Participating retailers would prohibit sales based on 
"default proceeds," which are permitted by law when the background check has not returned a result within 

3 days. * 

10. Securing Firearms. Participating retailers will maintain firearms kept in customer accessible areas in 
locked cases or locked to racks. 

Participating retailers will phase in the provisions of 

Responsible Firearms Retailer Partnership over time. 

A new national poll conducted jointly by Greenberg Quinlan Rosner Research and The Tarrance Group and released last 
week found that Americans overwhelmingly support measures like those included in the Responsible Firearms Retailer 
Partnership. For example, 91 percent of Americans favor requiring gun stores to do background checks on 
employees. According to the poll, 93 percent of gun owners said being video taped in a store while purchasing firearms 
would make no difference to them or would make them more likely to purchase a firearm from that retailer.

Commissioners - With the legislative session over, I am writing to thank you for ALL your hard work 
and assistance on budget and legislation. That being said, there is a lot of work in front of us in terms of 
budget review, bill analysis, and preparation for the June special session. The Chief of Staff will be 
contacting each of you individually over the next few days and will be scheduling a cabinet meeting 
later on this month. 

I am attaching a one-page summary of the FY08 and FY09 budgets that passed compared to the 
Governor's proposed level of spending. It is important to look at both fiscal years as there is a lot 
happening in FY08 capital. Governor Palin has asked me to convey her concern with the overall size of 
the operating and capital budgets. She is asking that in addition to your review of capital budget items 
including our requests and legislative additions, you also look closely at your operating budgets for 
items/areas that can be reduced. 

The Governor has been clear in her commitment to slow the growth of government. In preparation for 
the FY2010 budget, the Governor would like you to begin identifying programs or services that we can 
reduce or eliminate and what statutory or regulatory changes might be needed to accomplish that. So, it 
will be important to begin a review of programs and services as soon as possible if we are going to be 
able to propose these changes in the FY2010 budget. 

Thank you again and I look forward to seeing all of you at the next cabinet meeting. KJR

Woody and Wilcox, morning radio personalities on KBFX "The Fox," were suspended today for 
a comment made on their show last Wednsday that disparaged Alaska Native women. 



The station would not release the text of the comment but said it was a turn on an old 
axiom about what makes someone an Alaskan. The axiom says that in order to be a real 
Alaskan, someone has to kill a bear, pee in the Yukon and have sex with a Native woman. 



One of the DJs -- the station won't say which -- switched the saying around and made it 
even more objectionable to at least one woman who heard it and filed a Federal 
Communications Commission complaint.

The comment, and listeners' angry reactions, hit a nerve inside and outside the Native 
community, including calls for a boycott from advertisers. 



The station, which previously apologized for the comment, posted the following statement 
on its web site this afternoon: 



"KBFX wishes to apologize to everyone in our audience and the community who was offended 
by the insensitive and inappropriate comments alluding to native women made during the 
Woody and Wilcox program broadcast on April 9, 2008. As KBFX does not condone racially 
offensive content in any form, the station has decided to suspend both radio hosts for an 
indefinite period of time during which they will both participate in sensitivity training. 
That training will also be made available to all other staff members. Woody and Wilcox's 
compensation for the period of time they are suspended will be donated to an appropriate 
charity. We are confident that what was said was an isolated incident, and it in no way 
reflects the views of KBFX station personnel."

We are continuing to refine the analysis of the budgets - attached is a two-page workbook 
- the first tab is basically what I sent this morning with minor tweaks in the FY08 
Governor Column and the second tab is a comparison of the FY08 starting point to the FY09 
Governor's Amended budget and the FY08 starting point to the FY09 Legislature's budget - I 
was trying to get to Rep. Chenault's statement about a 23% increase. You can get there if 
you back the supplemental amount out of our December starting point. 



However, we did not include tax credits in our spending numbers - so, you will see on the 
bottom of page 2, a GF comparison without tax credits. We had a 4% overall GF increase in 
December and ended up with a 7.2% increase - largely due to the adjustments for the 
bargaining unit agreements, and a couple of large capital requests, $12.5 million for 
erosion and $8 million for the bullet line.

CAMPAIGN 2008: Rivals hope to turn Alaska lawmakers' » influence over purse strings into 
political weakness (- 04/15/2008)

For decades, Alaska's two senior Republican lawmakers built their = political careers and 
repeated electoral successes in large part on their ~ ability to bring federal dollars 
back to America's largest state. 

But with a changing political climate across the country -- and perhaps « more importantly 
-- the state itself, Sen. Ted Stevens and Rep. Don Young « -- may find that what has long 
been considered one of their biggest « political advantages may not be much help in 
perhaps their fiercest = electoral challenges in decades. 

Indeed, Democrats hope that the two GOP lawmakers 1 once-perceived » strength of padding 
federal legislation with millions of dollars for their = home state will help lead to 
their downfall. The races are especially =* attractive because Stevens and Young were seen 
as virtually untouchable = just a couple of years ago. 

Stevens has been revered as the most popular politician in Alaska = history, praised by 
local officials as being a one-man economic engine for = the state and repeatedly fighting 
for Alaska's interests in the four = decades that he has held that post. Young, likewise, 
has had only a couple - of tough electoral fights since capturing Alaska's lone House seat 
more = than three decades ago. 

During their long tenures on Capitol Hill, the two lawmakers have « secured powerful posts 
that assured their home state was consistently » among the biggest, if not the very 
biggest, per capita recipient of = federal dollars --an achievement that traditionally 
garnered them praise = in Alaska. 

But more recently, Stevens and Young have become the poster children = for anti-earmarking 
crusaders and fiscal conservatives, who have criticized^ the two as being among Congress 1 
biggest "porkers" in part for their = much-publicized efforts to secure hundreds of 
millions of dollars for two » controversial bridges in their home states. 

Normally, such attacks may not have mattered a great deal and political = observers say 
that no matter how much the two are criticized by interest = groups in the lower 48 
states, their political undoing will not be the » earmarks themselves. But they add that 
the state's somewhat changing = attitude -- led in part by the popular Gov. Sarah Palin 
<R) -- toward = federal spending may not provide the buffer that it once did for the two = 
incumbents . 

"I think Alaskans in general appreciate being able to tap into the * federal largess and 
all the benefits for it," said Jerry McBeath, a = University of Alaska -Fairbanks political 
science professor and an expert « on Alaska politics. "But it was highly embarrassing for 
Alaskans to be = perceived nationally of milking the federal cow excessively." 

Democrats have recruited their preferred candidates to challenge both = incumbents, with 
former state house Minority Leader Ethan Berkowitz (D) = running against Young and 
Anchorage Mayor Mark Begich (D) poised to » challenge Stevens. Begich, son of former Rep. 
Nick Begich (D-Alaska) , has = thus far only formed an exploratory committee and has not 
fully committed - to the campaign, but Democratic Senatorial Campaign Committee Chairman = 
Chuck Schumer (D-N.Y.) told reporters last week that he expects Begich to = run. 

A Rasmussen Reports poll released last week showed Stevens in a virtual = dead heat with 
Begich, capturing 46 percent of the vote to 45 percent for « the potential challenger. A 
separate poll conducted by Hays Research in = Alaska showed Young trailing an unnamed 
Democratic challenger, 41 percent * to 34 percent. 

Both Young and Stevens also face primary challenges, though Young's is » viewed as being 
somewhat more serious since Lt. Gov. Sean Parnell (R) = unexpectedly entered the race last 
month . 

Corruption, earmark investigations 



The single biggest problem heading into the election for Young and * Stevens is the 

2 
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specter of corruption issues hanging above the incumbents' * heads --in some cases ones 
related to earmarks . 

The FBI and IRS raided Stevens' Alaska home last July to investigate = remodeling work 
there as a possible link to a bribery case involving oil » services company VECO, and 
Stevens said the FBI asked him to preserve = records as investigators continue their 
examination. Stevens' son, former = state Senate President Ben Stevens (R) , is also under 
investigation. 

Young has also been embroiled in the VECO scandal as the firm contribute^ d heavily to his 
campaign . 

Additionally, Young has faced questions about an earmark that he » secured for a Florida 
road construction project after accusations surfaced = that he received $41,000 in 
campaign contributions from a developer who * stood to benefit from the earmark. The 
Florida lawmaker who represents the = district did not ask for the earmark and Sen. Tom 
Coburn (R-Okla.) intends = to offer an amendment this week on the Senate floor that would 
setup a = bipartisan commission to investigate the earmark. 

Primarily because of those scandals, polls show that the approval = ratings for Stevens 
falling to about 50 percent and in some cases below 40 » percent for Young. 

Already; Young's challengers are taking aim at the long-term incumbent « over his earmark 
positions. 

In a debate last month, candidates from both parties jumped on Young - for both the 
Florida and the "Bridge to Nowhere" earmarks, accusing the = incumbent of harming the 
state's reputation. Young, however, said that he « would continue to ask for earmarks and 
that he is proud of every earmark - he has brought to the state. 

Democrats in Washington have also made clear that they intend to attack = Young on the 
earmark issue, using it to portray the lawmaker as someone = who is an embarrassment to 
Alaska voters. "People of Alaska have to be =* wondering what their congressman is doing 
getting favors for an intersection n in Florida," Maryland Rep. Chris Van Hollen, the 
Democratic Congressional*. Campaign Committee chairman, said last week. "You don't want 
someone who = is going to embarrass you in Washington, and he's been an embarrassment to ■ 
the people of Alaska . " 

The Alaska Democratic Party has also launched a Web site -- RetireTed.com 
<http://retireted.com/> -- that highlights * the Bridge to Nowhere and other earmarks as 
one of the reasons why » Alaskans should vote to remove Stevens, arguing that the earmarks 
have = been used by Stevens to reward his associates and have shined a negative - light on 
the state. 

Already, it is apparent that lawmakers are responding somewhat to the = changing political 
climate regarding earmarks. Both Stevens and Sen. Lisa = Murkowski (R-Alaska) earlier this 
year announced that they would make * public all earmark requests received by their 
offices. 

Stevens, however, has also repeatedly defended Congress 1 power to = earmark, arguing that 
it represented an effective way to meet the needs of = the state and that federal agencies 
would not necessarily do any better = job of spending those dollars. "Those of us that get 
elected by Alaskans - go and listen to people in boroughs, listen to the state 
Legislature, = listen to people in the city governments,' 1 he said earlier this year. "We =* 
try to get Congress to approve what they ask for and the only way we can * do that is 
through the earmark process." 

And though Stevens and Young supporters acknowledge that the incumbents = could have 
tougher election cycle this year than in the past, they = maintain that voters will still 
place substantial value in having = representatives in Washington who know how to secure 
money for the = state. 

"It is still important to Alaskans, " said Dave Dittman, an Anchorage-bas* ed pollster who 
works for Stevens. "They don't like waste in general, but * they don't view the projects 
for Alaskans to be wasteful." 

Beyond the earmarks, Dittman argued that Stevens in particular has = built up goodwill 
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among the electorate through his constituent work on - behalf of individual residents -- 
something that is particularly important = for a population that feels far removed from 
the federal government in = Washington. 

"A lot of their strength and support has been not so much what they = could bring to 
Alaska but they could for Alaskans when they had problems = with the federal government," 
he said. "When everything went wrong and you = had nowhere else to go and you had to solve 
a problem, you would go to « Senator Stevens." 

Popular Palin 



One potential problem in the arguments made by Stevens and Young on the =; value of 
seniority and ability to tap into federal dollars is Palin, who = is enjoying high 
approval ratings and has called on the state to move away = from heavy reliance on 
earmarks . 

"We can and must continue to develop our economy, because we cannot and - must not rely so 
heavily on federal government earmarks, " Palin said in = her State of the State address 
earlier this year. "Let us power up and =» produce for Alaska and America. We can do this 
-- we're 50 years old now, = and it's time." 

Indeed, Stevens has also said that with Alaska being a state now for = more than 50 years/ 
it may have less need for earmarks. "Stevens several = years ago started telling state 
officials that it was a harder and harder * sell to bring money to Alaska because the 
state's development was no = longer young," McBeath said. 

At the same time, Stevens has publicly criticized state officials for = seemingly not 
supporting federal earmarks while not providing alternatives = on how to fund the state's 
needs . 

Political observers say that clash on earmarks represents only part of = the schism that 
exists between Palin and her allies -- including the - lieutenant governor that is 
challenging Young -- and the old guard that = has controlled state politics for decades. 

It is unclear at this point, just how much that division will hurt - Young and Stevens. 
Still, observers say that if nothing else the governor' s= anti-earmark rhetoric could 
undermine at least some of their campaign ■ message. 

"There's a huge schism in Alaska Republican politics and that sort of = defines it right 
there," said Anchorage pollster Anne Hays, whose polls = show Palin 1 s approval ratings at 
more than 80 percent. "The governor's = numbers have just continued to be off the chart 
and her position has been = transparency and no earmarks."

I am attaching a one-page summary of the FY08 and FY09 budgets that passed compared to the 
Governor's proposed level of spending.

For decades, Alaska's two senior Republican lawmakers built their = political careers and 
repeated electoral successes in large part on their = ability to bring federal dollars 
back to America's largest state. 

But with a changing political climate across the country -- and perhaps - more importantly 
-- the state itself, Sen. Ted Stevens and Rep. Don Young » -- may find that what has long 
been considered one of their biggest = political advantages may not be much help in 
perhaps their fiercest = electoral challenges in decades. 

Indeed, Democrats hope that the two GOP lawmakers' once-perceived = strength of padding 
federal legislation with millions of dollars for their = home state will help lead to 
their downfall. The races are especially = attractive because Stevens and Young were seen 
as virtually untouchable = just a couple of years ago. 

Stevens has been revered as the most popular politician in Alaska - history, praised by 
local officials as being a one-man economic engine for = the state and repeatedly fighting 
for Alaska • s interests in the four = decades that he has held that post. Young, likewise, 
has had only a couple = of tough electoral fights since capturing Alaska's lone House seat 
more = than three decades ago. 

During their long tenures on Capitol Hill, the two lawmakers have « secured powerful posts 
that assured their home state was consistently = among the biggest, if not the very 
biggest, per capita recipient of = federal dollars --an achievement that traditionally 
garnered them praise = in Alaska. 

But more recently, Stevens and Young have become the poster children ~ for anti-earmarking 
crusaders and fiscal conservatives, who have criticized= the two as being among Congress' 
biggest "porkers" in part for their * much-publicized efforts to secure hundreds of 
millions of dollars for two = controversial bridges in their home states. 

Normally, such attacks may not have mattered a great deal and political = observers say 
that no matter how much the two are criticized by interest = groups in the lower 48 
states, their political undoing will not be the == earmarks themselves. But they add that 
the state's somewhat changing *■ attitude -- led in part by the popular Gov. Sarah Palin 
(R) -- toward - federal spending may not provide the buffer that it once did for the two = 
incumbents, 

"I think Alaskans in general appreciate being able to tap into the s federal largess and 
all the benefits for it," said Jerry McBeath, a = University of Alaska-Fairbanks political 
science professor and an expert = on Alaska politics. "But it was highly embarrassing for 
Alaskans to be = perceived nationally of milking the federal cow excessively. " 

Democrats have recruited their preferred candidates to challenge both = incumbents, with 
former state house Minority Leader Ethan Berkowitz (D) = running against Young and 
Anchorage Mayor Mark Begich (D) poised to = challenge Stevens. Begich, son of former Rep. 
Nick Begich (D- Alaska) , has = thus far only formed an exploratory committee and has not 
fully committed = to the campaign, but Democratic Senatorial Campaign Committee Chairman - 
Chuck Schumer (D-N.Y.) told reporters last week that he expects Begich to = run. 

A Rasmussen Reports poll released last week showed Stevens in a virtual ~ dead heat with 
Begich, capturing 46 percent of the vote to 45 percent for = the potential challenger. A 
separate poll conducted by Hays Research in ■ Alaska showed Young trailing an unnamed 
Democratic challenger, 41 percent = to 34 percent. 

Both Young and Stevens also face primary challenges, though Young ' s is - viewed as being 
somewhat more serious since Lt. Gov. Sean Parnell (R) * unexpectedly entered the race last 
month. 

Corruption, earmark investigations 
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The single biggest problem heading into the election for Young and = Stevens is the 
specter of corruption issues hanging above the incumbents' = heads --in some cases ones 
related to earmarks . 

The FBI and IRS raided Stevens' Alaska home last July to investigate - remodeling work 
there as a possible link to a bribery case involving oil = services company VECO, and 
Stevens said the FBI asked him to preserve = records as investigators continue their 
examination. Stevens' son, former = state Senate President Ben Stevens (R) , is also under 
investigation. 

Young has also been embroiled in the VECO scandal as the firm contribute= d heavily to his 
campaign. 

Additionally, Young has faced questions about an earmark that he = secured for a Florida 
road construction project after accusations surfaced = that he received $41,000 in 
campaign contributions from a developer who * stood to benefit from the earmark. The 
Florida lawmaker who represents the = district did not ask for the earmark and Sen. Tom 
Coburn (R-Okla.) intends = to offer an amendment this week on the Senate floor that would 
setup a = bipartisan commission to investigate the earmark. 

Primarily because of those scandals, polls show that the approval * ratings for Stevens 
falling to about 50 percent and in some cases below 40 « percent for Young. 

Already, Young's challengers are taking aim at the long-term incumbent - over his earmark 
positions. 

In a debate last month, candidates from both parties jumped on Young = for both the 
Florida and the "Bridge to Nowhere" earmarks, accusing the = incumbent of harming the 
state's reputation. Young, however, said that he = would continue to ask for earmarks and 
that he is proud of every earmark » he has brought to the state. 

Democrats in Washington have also made clear that they intend to attack » Young on the 
earmark issue, using it to portray the lawmaker as someone = who is an embarrassment to 
Alaska voters. "People of Alaska have to be - wondering what their congressman is doing 
getting favors for an intersectio= n in Florida," Maryland Rep. Chris Van Hollen, the 
Democratic Congressional Campaign Committee chairman, said last week. "You don't want 
someone who = is going to embarrass you in Washington, and he's been an embarrassment to = 
the people of Alaska." 

The Alaska Democratic Party has also launched a Web site -- RetireTed.com 
<http://retireted.com/> -- that highlights = the Bridge to Nowhere and other earmarks as 
one of the reasons why = Alaskans should vote to remove Stevens, arguing that the earmarks 
have = been used by Stevens to reward his associates and have shined a negative = light on 
the state . 

Already, it is apparent that lawmakers are responding somewhat to the = changing political 
climate regarding earmarks. Both Stevens and Sen. Lisa = Murkowski (R-Alaska) earlier this 
year announced that they would make = public all earmark requests received by their 
offices. 

Stevens; however, has also repeatedly defended Congress 1 power to » earmark, arguing that 
it represented an effective way to meet the needs of = the state and that federal agencies 
would not necessarily do any better « job of spending those dollars. "Those of us that get 
elected by Alaskans - go and listen to people in boroughs, listen to the state 
Legislature, = listen to people in the city governments," he said earlier this year. "We - 
try to get Congress to approve what they ask for and the only way we can * do that is 
through the earmark process." 

And though Stevens and Young supporters acknowledge that the incumbents - could have 
tougher election cycle this year than in the past, they ■ maintain that voters will still 
place substantial value in having * representatives in Washington who know how to secure 
money for the » state. 

"It is still important to Alaskans," said Dave Dittman, an Anchorage -bas= ed pollster who 
works for Stevens. "They don't like waste in general, but = they don't view the projects 
for Alaskans to be wasteful . " 
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Beyond the earmarks, Dittman argued that Stevens in particular has »' built up goodwill 
among the electorate through his constituent work on * behalf of individual residents «- 
something that is particularly important = for a population that feels far removed from 
the federal government in = Washington. 

"A lot of their strength and support has been not so much what they = could bring to 
Alaska but they could for Alaskans when they had problems = with the federal government," 
he said. "When everything went wrong and you « had nowhere else to go and you had to solve 
a problem, you would go to a Senator Stevens." 

Popular Palin 

One potential problem in the arguments made by Stevens and Young on the = value of 
seniority and ability to tap into federal dollars is Palin, who = is enjoying high 
approval ratings and has called on the state to move away = from heavy reliance on 
earmarks . 

"We can and must continue to develop our economy, because we cannot and » must not rely so 
heavily on federal government earmarks," Palin said in = her State of the State address 
earlier this year. "Let us power up and = produce for Alaska and America. We can do this 
-- we're 50 years old now, « and it's time." 

Indeed, Stevens has also said that with Alaska being a state now for = more than 50 years, 
it may have less need for earmarks. "Stevens several * years ago started telling state 
officials that it was a harder and harder = sell to bring money to Alaska because the 
state's development was no = longer young," McBeath said. 

At the same time, Stevens has publicly criticized state officials for = seemingly not 
supporting federal earmarks while not providing alternatives « on how to fund the state's 
needs.. 

Political observers say that clash on earmarks represents only part of « the schism that 
exists between Palin and her allies -- including the « lieutenant governor that is 
challenging Young -- and the old guard that * has controlled state politics for decades. 

It is unclear at this point, just how much that division will hurt ■ Young and Stevens. 
Still, observers say that if nothing else the governor 1 s= anti-earmark rhetoric could 
undermine at least some of their campaign * message. 

"There's a huge schism in Alaska Republican politics and that sort of = defines it right 
there," said Anchorage pollster Anne Hays, whose polls = show Palin' s approval ratings at 
more than 80 percent. " The governor * s « numbers have just continued to be off the chart 
and her position has been « transparency and no earmarks."

Front page news on April, 11 was Jeff King killing a moose inside of Denali National Park. 
It appears this moose was taken in accordance with Alaska Department of F&G regulations. 
However, the National Park Service (NPS) did not like the location of where it was taken. 
It appears the moose was harvested in the northeastern portion of the Park as expanded by 
the D2 Lands act of 1980 (ANILA) . Section 202(3) (a) allows local residents to subsistence 
hunt where this use was traditional, all in accordance with title VIII- Here in lies the 
problem. Who is a local resident and who is a qualified subsistence user? 



Decisions by the Alaska Supreme Court have found that all Alaskan Residents qualify for 
subsistence. The NPS does not recognize this and selects only rural individuals with a 
certain address, therefore setting up a discriminatory allocation system. Jeff does not 
have an acceptable address. You must live south of MP 239 or north of MP 300 on Parks 
Highway to have a acceptable address. No other state has such a discriminatory 
management system. 



Hunting in the Rock Creek area has been a traditional use long before Statehood and ANILA. 



It appears what we have here is a criminal trespass issue, not a hunting violation. Had 
Jeff's address been acceptable to the NPS none of this would be a problem. 



Here is how it works. The fish and wildlife in ALL of Alaska, in accordance with the 
Alaska State Constitution, belongs to the residents of Alaska collectively. This includes 
all NPS lands. Because all residents of Alaska are subsistence users, they have an equal 
opportunity under State Law to subsistence hunt and fish. This has been confirmed by the 
Alaska Supreme Court , 



The Federal Government does not agree with the Alaska Supreme Court and have set up their 
own set of rules using Title VIII and Federal Court decrees. The Fed's then select by 
address the group they determine are qualified rural Federal subsistence users. Jeff 
fails to qualify.

Sorry for the confusion. You are correct I left out the word "not". It makes a little bit of a difference. 

Regarding the section of the state law you referenced, most of our property tax levy is for education. We 
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are required to contribute 4 mills of the full and true value, but we also contribute up to the amount allowed by State 
law. My reference to 4 mills was in a different context. Our total levy is just over 10 mills and approximately 8 mills 
is for education. 

Right now I am swamped with the budget I will spend sometime early next week reviewing the State laws to see if

Did you mean to say you CAN'T advise on the ANCSA? 

Let me give you the rundown on where we are at with Goldbelt, and how we got there... 

BEFORE the push to close Echo Cove, Rough Riders AK, Inc. approached city, state and federal agencies to try to 
find a solution to the overcrowding at Echo Cove and the resource damage caused by over use. We asked for a 
dedicated access point, signage and permission to do trail maintenance. After about a year, Docks & Harbors 
"Found" an old ordinance, in effect since the 70's but NEVER enforced or even known of by CBJ officials. At this 
point we approached Goldbelt, Inc about using their land •legally". We received an Adamant NO! We countered 
with options for user fees, area maintenance, Landowner Liability insurance, etc... Still No. 

Several months later we received a call from Bob Martin at Goldbelt. Now there was some interest in a possible 
agreement The requirements were as follows: 



• Rough Riders AK, Inc. will provide Landowner Liability Insurance that would cover all users of the land - We 
can do this but to be covered the person MUST be a member of the Club. 

• Rough Riders AK, Inc. will provide ALL enforcement on site 

• Goldbelt will require a user fee of some sort. The actual fee, or method is yet to be determined, but some 
sort of permit was discussed. 

o This fee will cause the land to revert to Taxable Status for the duration of permit or lease, based on 
ANCSA. Goldbelt, Inc is aware of this. Rough Riders AK, Inc. MUST ensure that Goldbelt, inc not 
incur ANY tax liability. The Attorney for Goldbelt stated that an exemption from CBJ was the only 
option they could see that would work for them. An option would be for Rough Riders AK, Inc. to 
agree to pay any Tax liability as a result of our use but the property taxes on such a large parcel 
would be far more than we could cover. 

I have been pouring over State Tax Law and found the following: 

(m)A municipality may by ordinance partially or totally exempt all or some types of economic 
development property from taxation for up to five years. The municipality may provide for renewal of the 
exemption under conditions established in the ordinance. However, under a renewal a Municipality that 
is a school district may only exempt all or a portion of the amount of taxes that exceeds the amount 
levied on other property for the school district A municipality may by ordinance permit deferral of 
payment of taxes on all or some types of economic development property for up to five years. The 
municipality may provide for renewal of the deferral under conditions established in the ordinance. A 
municipality may adopt an ordinance under this subsection only if before it is adopted, copies of the 
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proposed ordinance made available at a public hearing on it contain written notice that the ordinance, if 
adopted, may be repealed by the voters through referendum. An ordinance adopted under this subsection 
must include specific eligibility requirements and require a written application for each exemption or 
deferral In this subsection "economic development property" means real or personal property, including 
developed property conveyed under 43 UXC. 1601 etseq. (Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act), that 

(1) has not previously been taxed as real or personal property by the municipality; 

Does the highlighted sentence refer to the 4% you were talking about? If not, is this something we can qualify 
under? My understanding from reading this, which could very well be wrong, is that the limit on the exemption is 
only on a RENEWAL. Would this allow for an initial 5 year period? I am clueless when it comes to tax issues. 

Really what it comes down to is this... Goldbelt is willing to allow this use if they can make money, have no tax or 
injury liabilities, and have to put ABSOLUTELY NO EFFORT into the process. 

Let me know if you have any ideas, or if you know of someone I should talk to.

James, 

I understand you concerns. However, in Alaska a local government's ability to tax {or in this case not to tax) is 
governed by the State. The State's interest is in getting their share. Under the State's funding formula for 
education local governments are required to contribute 4% of all property they could tax. The State then withholds 
the equivalent of the 4% In State support to the school districts. If we optionally exempt property, we are still 
required to contribute the 4%, This means we go backwards by 4 mills when we provide optional exemptions. 
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In this case, you have an unusual situation of dealing with ANCSA where the business purpose is a nominal 
amount. The taxation of the property stays with owner unless the owner is exempt. If the owner is exempt then 
the taxation of the property falls to a lessee if that lessee is determined to be taxable. We can likely deal with the 
taxable status of the OHV group. This could be a community purpose exemption if you have a 501 (c) (3) or (4) 
designation. However, the taxable status to the owner creates a problem that likely has no tax relief solution. The 
real tax issue in this case is to somehow be allowed to use the property without jeopardizing the ANCSA required 
exemption or being able to provide Goldbelt with an optional exemption or transferring the property to an exempt 
organization. 

On your question about lessening the burden, it is not as simple as stated. If the property is assessable, then it 
must be assessed at full value unless it is personal property that can be flat taxed (note an airplane is personal 
property) or optionally exempted and the mill levy must be consistent across the area levied. Mr. Van Sant's 
comment may refer to flat taxing aircraft or reducing the mid levy within the area. Both of which do not help the 
OHV Park situation. 

If you have any thoughts on this, I would be happy to discuss them with you. I have both a dirt bike and 4 wheeler 

and having a place to ride would be great.

Page 2 , Paragraph one of the State Assessor memo states that "There are alternatives available to the Assembly 
to lessen the taxation burden..." Can anyone tell me what these are and how much the potential" Lessening" of the 
tax burden would/could be? 

This is an issue that CBJ has shown support for, and it seems there should be a way to remedy the tax issue. So I 
guess my question is, how much support does the OHV community have from the CBJ? The North Douglas OHV 
Park has turned into a situation that is destined to fail. Even if the permits are approved by the Planning 
Commission (which I highly doubt), the opponents have made it clear that they will continue to do EVERYTHING in 
their power to get it closed down. 

This opportunity with Goldbelt would essentially solve the OHV problem in Juneau. I find it hard to believe that 
there are no options to remove the tax burden. 

Rough Riders AK, inc. cannot afford to pay the property taxes that Goldbelt would incur from our use of the 
property. This would provide both a short, and long term solution. As it is, where is the OHV community 
supposed to recreate this summer? 

So, two years later, I am asking the same question... Is there anything that anyone can do, or is willing to do, to 
help find a short term solution to the Juneau OHV issue?

The Assembly can only grant exemptions within the structure of the State Statutes. To be exempt you/we would 

need to find a category within the State Statutes that would qualify the property for optional exemption purposes. 

State real property assessments breakdown into 3 categories; taxable, optionally exempt (29.45.050) and required 

to be exempt. If the property becomes taxable to Goldbelt, then it would be Goldbelt that would need to meet one 

of the State's optional exemptions.

I have had several conversations and email exchanges with Mr. Tripp in this regard over 
the past month. I forwarded his questions to the Law Dept, and have spoken with both 
Barbara Ritchie and Jane Sebens on several occasions in regard to this matter. Jane 
researched the legalities of the situation, contacted both myself and Mr. Tripp directly 
last week, then followed up with me on the situation afterward. My understanding of the 
situation is; 

Roughriders AK Inc. has a 501(c) 3 status with the IRS, but the community purpose 
exemption application will only apply to property that they own, not lease. 

Goldbelt offered to allow Roughriders AK Inc. land to use for the OHV park, on the 
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condition that it not cost Goldbelt any time, money or effort on their part and it not 
change their exemption status. ANSCA regulations specifically state the exemption is lost 
on any property that is leased to another entity on that portion that is involved, so 
Goldbelt would become taxable. Roughriders is requesting approximately 400 acres to 
my understanding. Jane explained to Mr, Tripp that the options could be, if Roughrider 
would pay the taxes on the property that Goldbelt would lose their exemption on, then 
it is possible Goldbelt would be amenable to the proposition. 

Possessory interest would apply to a private entity such as Roughriders AK Inc, leasing 
publicly owned land, however the tax liability is attributable to the private entity.

Sara, 

The Assessor's Office makes determinations on property exemptions. State Statutes govern what is taxable or 
exempt Under the statutes, I can see a couple of potential taxation exemption possibilities. First, to have a 
possessory interest in the property for taxation purposes, the lessee must have certain rights to the property for a 
specific time. The fewer rights and the shorter the period, the smaller the assessed value. We also have a 
Community Purpose exemption available if the use of the property meets certain restrictions. An exemption can be 
granted if the organization leasing the property has an IRS designation of 501 (c) (3) or (4) and the property is open 
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to the public for community purposes without material fees or individual access restrictions. There is a form to 
request a Community Purpose exemption available in the Assessor's Office or on our web site - 
httD://www.juneau.ora/finance/documents/2008NonProfitExemptADDl.pdf

Sara, 

The land is out on the uphill side of Echo Cove. Could be as much as 500 
acres available. 

We need to find out if we can get an exemption on any property taxes they 
would incur from our "Paid" use of the land. Currently it is exempt land 
under ANCSA. 

I was able to find where the Assembly voted in favor of an exemption in a 
similar situation. I have attached the minutes from the assembly meetings 
where the proposal was discussed and again when the exemption was granted. 
Look for "Executive Flight". 

Executive Flight was a company who leased a plane for Medical Transport, to 
a non-profit, and so they requested an exemption on that plane only. The 
situation is similar in the fact that Goldbelt is a For-Profit corporation, 
who would be leasing to a non-Profit (Rough Riders AK, Inc. - 501(c)(3) 
Public Charity). 

The biggest difference I see is the fact that Executive Flight was currently 
paying tax on the plane (I mink it says $32,000 a year) so by granting that 
exemption CBJ was missing out on money, whereas the land in question is NOT 
currently taxed, but would become taxable while we were paying to use it, so 
there would be no loss to the CBJ. 
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Let me know what you think, and if you know where I should start the 
process. (I have already contacted the CBJ assessors office and was informed 
that under current ordinances we do not qualify for any of the optional or 
required exemptions since we do not own the land.

Synopsis: On 4/15/08 at approximately 1625 hours the Rescue Coordination Center reported to AST 

that an ELT was being detected near Sheep Mountain. It was soon after determined that an ERA 

helicopter was overdue from a flight plan in that region. Alaska State Troopers from Glennallen 

responded to the area and staged at about Mile 1 17 of the Glenn Hwy near Tahneta Pass. Although the 

weather was poor RCC did attempt to fly over the area with a fixed wing and helicopter but were 

unsuccessful in being able to get a visual of the search area. When it was confirmed the weather would 
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not allow an effective aerial search Civil Air Patrol personnel responded with surface vehicles and 

directional finding equipment in an effort to continue to try to narrow the search area. The terrain 

included very steep slopes and gorges and was not conducive for a comprehensive ground search. Some 

snow machines were brought to the scene and were utilized with limited capabilities. US Military Para 

Jumpers responded to the scene with surface vehicles and also assisted in the limited ground search 

efforts. 

AST Helo 1 with an AMRG observer departed Palmer on 4/16/08 at 0715 hours in an attempt to get into 

the search area as weather is reportedly improving. 

The ERA helicopter was to take several State of Alaska Dept of Administration radio technicians 

employed by ETS to 3 remote radio sites, dropping techs off and later picking them up. One of those 

techs has been confirmed to be at the Lions Head site and is safe in a shelter at that site. Ground 

searchers reached the Tahneta site and determined no one had been at the site recently. Searchers have 

not been to the Sawmill site, but earlier reports are that weather may have prevented any techs from 

getting to that site.

The employees are with 
our ETS Division and were doing SATS/ALMR maintenance. 



As I understand the situation right now, rescuers were waiting for daylight and winds to 
die down to get into the area where they believe a signal beacon to be coming from. Matt 
Leveque with the Troopers is involved. 



I've asked Rachael to put out an internal email to just the Division at this point giving 
the basic facts that we have a helicopter unaccounted for, and a total of six people 
involved. The email will ask that employees not divulge information to callers or media 
because they may have outdated information. All calls should go to Rachael Petro.

- she'll have her Blackberry with her. She's headed to our Tudor Road facility now.

I am hoping your Blackberry is on silent and doesn't wake anyone as this update is 
informational only, clarifying some details I have managed after sifting through the 
conversations at Tudor after my arrival and last phone conversation with you. 



The last field update we had from the RCC (Regional or Rescue Command Center at Elmendorf ) 
was at approximately 1:30AM. There are two separate units on the ground. The first, 
under the command of a State Trooper, and to whom our Todd Richardson is attached, is 
working inland from the highway at mile post 117 (about half-way between Palmer and 
Glennallen) . Word from Todd within the last five minutes is that they have not been able 
to work themselves into the area they were getting the signal from and are limited to 
little until they get daylight (6AM-7AM) . A second unit of three para rescue staff (Class 
III paramedics) under the command of the Air National Guard were deployed to the point 
where Michael Seward was to have left his truck. They found the truck within the last 
hour or so, empty. They are going to work themselves up to the Tahneta Pass Site (I'll 
explain that below) where he was to have walked in to on snow shoes to meet the tech crew 
coming in by helicopter. They want to confirm that he is not hunkered down there. They 
expect to be at the site by 3:00AM. 



According to the RCC, confirmed by Todd and the Trooper on the ground, the weather there 
on site is zero visibility and blowing snow. There is no prospect at this point that 
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either the Air National Guard helicopter (sitting at Kulis) or the Trooper helicopter 
(sitting now at Palmer waiting to deploy) will be able to get off the ground before 
daylight - and even that is doubtful unless the snowing/blowing conditions abate. We are 
limited to the two units on the ground referenced above. 



I was able to go the to the Tram for the trip and got some clarification on why Michael 
Seward's truck was at the trail head to Tahetna Pass instead of Tolsona as I had mentioned 
during our phone call. The helicopter was to drop Paul Wheeler's gear off at Sawmill 
(Paul was going to hike in later today but did not go due to illness) and then proceed to 
Lion head to drop off Darrell Bowman and his gear. Darrell was dropped off and his is 
spending the night in the shelter (provisioned for such occasions) . The helicopter was to 
then fly to Tahneta Pass with Tom Middleton and the new hire, Joe O'Donnell., and the rest 
of the tools/gear, Michael Seward was going to drive to the trail head and snow show up 
and meet this crew. After completion of the Tahneta Pass work, all three techs were to be 
flown to Tolsona for work there. After finishing the Tolsona work, the helicopter was to 
drop Michael Seward off on the return at his truck and then proceed back to Lions Head to 
pick up . Darrel Bowman and then return to Anchorage . 



The puzzle is that the signal from the presumed downed helicopter is coming from a general 
location towards Lions Head from Tahneta Pass. It would only have headed in that 
direction if it was heading back to Lions Head - leaving the unanswered question of why 
Michael Seward would have been on board and not left at Tahneta Pass. Hopefully he is 
hunkered at the Tahneta Pass shelter with phones that don't work. 



I'll send an email with any word we get from the para rescue unit after they reach the 
Tahneta Pass shelter - 3:00AM-ish.

I hate to try and put more on your plate but there are two matters set forth below that 
need your attention.

As I understand it, A.I.C. needs a permit from DNR to locate its bulk asphalt 
plant to mix the paving material for the job. A.I.C. wants the bulk asphalt plant near 
the present stock pile of specified road paving material while DNR wants the plant 
somewhere else because of flood plain issues and the chance of excessive rain. If the 
asphalt plant is placed away from the paving material supply, extensive (and expensive) 
trucking of hot mix will have to occur. In addition, there is a potential danger of the 
mix being adversely affected by the extensive trucking which could extensively delay the 
project itself. 



I would deem it a personal favor if you could get the permit issued so that the mixing can 
be done near the current stock pile of paving material. I also would appreciate it if you 
could call Rex Close at 907-745-8886 to at least discuss the situation with him. As 
stated Rex is a special friend of many, many years and he knows what he is talking and 
writing about. I also think he's be thrilled to hear from you. 
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Second: My office has filed a number of petitions for executive clemency. The Pardon 
Board advises us that the Governor's Office is not addressing these petitions and, indeed, 
has not addressed them since Governor Murkowski ' s precipitous actions caused the 
Legislature to amend the provisions regarding executive clemency. Once things calm down a 
bit for you, perhaps you could take a look at that situation.

The second place finish in the Iditarod 
after an unscheduled nap, as well as being passed in the last 20 miles of the All Alaska 
Sweepstakes race to finish a frustratingly close 9 minutes behind Mitch Seavey for the 
$100K winner take all purse i What the heck/ it f s just a dog race. 

No doubt you are following Alaska news and may well be aware that I have recently charged 
with a federal crime of taking a moose inside Denali National Park & Preserve. The case 
strikes me as crazy on many accounts, which is why I'm writing you. I can only imagine how 
busy you are, but I hope you will take the time to consider the following bullet points. 
Please be assured that the following is limited to items I feel I can easily document. 



1. Call and I were hunting an area North of the preserve that we have hunted for many 
years, 4 -Wheeler ATV trails are obvious, and many hunters use the area. 

2. I was served with a search warrant by a NPS Ranger at my home after we returned from 
our successful hunting trip. I fully cooperated and I was astonished they suspected the 
moose had been taken over the boundary of the preserve. It was at this time I was made 
aware by the same ranger that a Helicopter had been used for surveillance over my home of 
30 year for some kind of reconnaissance. I was also notified at this time that a DNA crime 
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lab in Oregon would be used to match a gut pile in the willows with the meat in my 
freezer. During this interview I openly agreed from their description of the location of 
the kill site, that it may well have been and likely was the moose we had shot. 

3 . I have since learned that a helicopter was used to find that gut pile and a Global 
Positioning Device was necessary to document the preserve boundary. 

4. After years of hunting I know of only two physical national preserve markers within 10 
miles this popular hunting area, and I believe they date back to the park expansion 
itself. The moose kill in question was over a half mile from the only marker I know of 
within miles . 

5. When I asked the investigating officers how far they thought this moose was over the 
invisible boundary, the responded "about 600 feet." (I'm guessing they rounded up, and I'm 
in the process of trying to prove it.) 

6 . The area I am accused of illegally taking a moose and using an ATV is open to moose 
hunting with ATVs to qualified subsistence users. I know some of the qualified users who 
are retired NPS employees and in one case. I can document they have handed down these 
hunting privileges to their grandchildren. If one happens to be a landowner in Cantwell, 
20 miles south of my home of 30 years those residents can hunt legally in the Preserve, 
and I believe no long-term residency is required. (I am quite confident a recent addition 
to Cantwell moving from Missouri was legally hunting in the Preserve last fall.) 

7 . Just yesterday Denali Spokesperson Kris Fitser announced on APRN that they were going 
to begin marking the Preserve Boundary with large florescent markers and referenced my 
infraction as stimulus. However I continue to face federal charges for this incident, 
after having never faced more than a speeding ticket in my life. 

8 . Park Service will not tell my lawyer and I how far they think my moose was over the 
boundary, just the previous reference to "about 600 feet." 

9. In the recent publication of my book, "Cold Hand Warm Heart," I dedicated a couple of 
chapters to the years I spent trapping and hunting during the late 70s in area that has 
since become Preserve. I have now been charged with crossing the boundary in this area by 
a distance clearly being measured in feet. (So small a distance they won't even tell me!) 

10. I have also been notified by my attorney (Myron Angstman of Bethel) that we will not 
qualify for a jury trial. What's with that? 



Lisa, just moments ago I received MORE sympathy cards from those who are appalled by these 
charges. I just opened a card from Leroy and Vicki Lausen who operate the garbage 
disposal system for our community; they say, "When we think of you Jeff, we think of a man 
of honesty and integrity, this card is not meant to be trite. In difficult times, the 
character of a man comes out . "

Helicopters? Global Positioning Devices to find the boundary? DNA testing? Personal 
property surveillance of the fire chief and his family of 30 years? NPS deciding to mark 
the boundary and claiming it is brought to their attention by my charges, but not dropping 
the charges? 



It is hard to be anything but disillusioned and disgusted by what to me is a gross misuse 
of power and assets on the part of the Park Service when they still need porta-potties at 
Polychrome. This concern pales in comparison to the personal insult to my integrity. 



Please spend a few moments to familiarize yourself to this situation and if you agree with 
me I would appreciate your public support. 
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In addition the Fed's then proceeded to set up their own Fish and Game Board {Federal 
Subsistence Board) to allocate fish and wildlife (which they do not own) to this select 
group based on address. 



Since 1980 no Governor has had the fortitude to challenge the constitutionality of this 
thievery or the discriminatory allocation system set up by the Federal Government. Gov, 
Knowles had a chance and he refused to carry the Constitutional challenge forward. 



This Jeff King issue could be resolved rather quickly if Gov. Palin would challenge the 
constitutionality of the Federal subsistence system. The Court of first jurisdiction is 
the U. S. Supreme Court . The Court would have to hear the case. 



We will have to wait and see if Gov. Palin is true to her word and really believes in 
Article 1 - Declaration of Rights, Section 1.

To date the State has not taken 
this action to support others who have challenged the Fed's.

State Budgets - Largest Component of the Legislature's work 
Large budget numbers dominate the news of late. Both the Senate and the House have passed 
their versions of the state's operating budget, which takes care of all departmental and day-to-day 
operations of the state. The total budget passed and signed into law for fiscal year 08 beginning 
July 1 was $9.1 billion. This year's operating budget as passed by the House was $9.9 billion 
and the Senate's version spent $11 billion even. Operating budgets for the state continue to 
increase at a rate just above 10% on average over the past four year. As reported in past Capital 
Notes, formula programs continue to be the driving force of increases in the operating budgets, 
with Medicaid and education funding eating up most of the state operating increases. 

Recently, the State Senate passed their capital budget to a tune of about $1.8 billion, funding pet 
projects, and important school and transportation projects. The capital budget often becomes 
everybody's favorite Christmas tree, adding decoration after decoration metaphorically in place 
of project upon project. Last year's capital budget totaled $ 1 .9 billion when passed by the 
legislature. The Governor took issue with the legislature's large capital budget and trimmed 
$200+ million, which brought the budget total to $1.7 billion. Just short of a year later, the 
legislature dumped many of those vetoed projects into a recently passed supplemental budget, 
and again the Governor vetoed a majority of those projects. 

Still these budgets fall short of the capital budget passed in the last year of the Murkowski 
administration at just under $3 billion. The House, which will likely add to the Senate Capital 
budget, will send the bill back to the Senate probably in the remaining hours of the session for 
final concurrence. We would not be the least bit surprised if the capital budget passed by the 
House crept up another $500 million. 

Look for a show down in the remaining weeks as the legislature and the governor attempt to 
prioritize capital funding. Who will win remains to be seen, as legislators would like clear and 
discernable guidelines to follow in order to avoid the veto pen. The governor appears bent on 
funding projects important to the governor's office. Expect fireworks, huge budgets, line-item 
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vetoes, and angry legislators as the process comes to a close. 



State Chamber Gathers Strength on Priorities 

Your state chamber has been very active this year on a number of fronts. Continued from last year, the 
State Chamber has been working with Rep. Mike Hawker to enact HB 125. HB 125 will put into law a 
requirement that the Governor submit a fiscal plan looking out 10 years for the entire state. The bill 
would force each sitting governor to update the plan annually and to include all expenditures and 
revenue sources. We have thanked Rep. Hawker repeatedly for addressing this priority, and again we 
thank him for his efforts. We have been engaged on this bill on a number of fronts by providing 
testimony and constructive dialogue, while also exercising our lobbying effl orts. The bill recently 
passed out of the Senate Finance Committee and on to the Rules Committee for final approval for the 
Senate Floor. We recently received confirmation from staff that the bill will be scheduled for a floor 
vote in short order. 

Unemployment insurance legislation, SB 120, has also been a subject of continued work. SB 120 
provides increases in the unemployment insurance weekly benefit amount as introduced each of the past 
four years. Currently, the bill is a compromise bill worked on extensively by the State Chamber to limit 
the bill's affect on employers' bottom line. While the bill falls short of our ultimate goals, we do feel this 
is the time to settle this outstanding issue. In the past, the State Chamber has been the sole entity 
focusing on stopping the legislation. As a new sponsor of the legislation, Sen. Ellis has been 
instrumental in addressing many of the State Chamber's concern! s. 

In the past two weeks, the State Chamber has been active in shepherding the bill through the process. 
We have been successful in navigating two committees and a floor vote in two weeks. We are hopeful 
that with one committee left on the House side, the bill will pass the House and thus both legislative 
bodies this session. 

Other bills receiving attention in the recent weeks include: HB 25-Limiting liability for recreational 
purposes, HB 65-Personal Information & Confidentiality, HB 103-Bond Cap on Appeal, SB 91- Water 
discharge relating to primacy, SB 254 Alaska Regional Economic Assistance Program. The watch list is 
not limited to the above bills. There are many bills we continue to lobby on and in many cases prevent 
movement, as they would not be beneficial to Alaska's businesses. As always, we continue to focus on 
strengthening our efforts as the voice of Alaska's business while continuing to build on the many good 
relationships we have with legislators. 

RFID technology in Alaska - Cutting edge Legislation Slows Down 
A bill, recently introduced by Senator Lesil McGuire, dealing with a new technology called Remote 
Frequency Identification (RFID) is under consideration. Shipping companies, credit card companies and 
a host of other businesses operating in Alaska, utilize these miniature electronic tags to track movement 
and inventories as well as conduct commerce. While Sen. McGuire was altruistically looking to protect 
personal information that may be unknowingly or knowingly electronically scanned from RFID tags, SB 
293 as introduced created a great deal of consternation and concern for many of Alaska's businesses. 
Although introduced late in the session, the bill had already cleared multiple committ! ees and headed 
for a floor vote. A companion bill was introduced on the House side and there was serious concern that 
some version of the bill would be finalized before the session ended or more importantly before Alaska's 
businesses fully understood the effects of the bill in the real world. 

In an attempt to calm a brewing storm, the State Chamber offered to work with Sen. McGuire and hold a 
series of stakeholder meetings about the use and potential misuse of RFID technology in Alaska. These 
stakeholder meetings will likely be held over the summer and would provide businesses currently using 
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RFID technology time to work with Sen. McGuire to draft legislation that adequately addresses their 
concerns. This process has worked well for us in regards to other bills, most recently exemplified by our 
efforts on SB 120-Unemployment Insurance. 

Up front, the State Chamber would like to acknowledge Sen. McGuire's willingness to work with us, 
and we really do appreciate her willingness to slow down her own personal legislation in order to 
adequately address our concerns. Other legislators might not have been as willing to sacrifice their own 
goals for their personal legislation. 

Special Session called on AGIA 

The Governor has called a 30-day special session in Juneau beginning June 3. 

The Executive Proclamation calls for legislators to review "any action taken by the Commissioner of the 
Department of Natural Resources and the Commissioner of the Department of Revenue" under AGIA. 
"This schedule is extremely aggressive," Governor Palin pointed out, in explaining the basis behind the 
dates selected. "Our plan is to complete the findings by the week of May 19, allow legislators time to 
read and absorb the materials, provide public gasline team briefings in Anchorage, and then move to 
special session in Juneau where they have requested to meet." 

The commissioners would give notice of their findings to the legislature the week of May 19, and if they 
recommend awarding the proposed license, the legislature would then have 60 days to approve issuance 
of the license. The gasline team's schedule includes briefings in Anchorage - May 28, 29 and 30 - on the 
commissioners' findings for legislators and the public.

Dear Sarah: 



I hate to try and put more on your plate but there are two matters set forth below that 
need your attention. The first is pressing and the second less so. 



First: There is a re-alignment project on the Glenn Highway between Mileposts 92 and 97. 
A.I.C. has the contract. The problem is set forth in the attached letter from my dear 
friend of almost forty (40) years, Rex Close. (By the way, Rex is a strident supporter of 
yours.) As I understand it, A. I.e. needs a permit from DNR to locate its bulk asphalt 
plant to mix the paving material for the job. A.I.C. wants the bulk asphalt plant near 
the present stock pile of specified road paving material while DNR wants the plant 
somewhere else because of flood plain issues and the chance of excessive rain.

We would like to thank you and the legislators for recognizing our community's need and for adding 
$4,000,000 to the FY 09 Capital Budget to improve the runway in Chignik Lagoon. 

As shown on the map, our gravel runway runs through the middle of a subdivision within our village. 
The approach is at an incline and the runway ends with at a cliff that drops down to the water. In 
addition, if a resident is crossing the runway as an airplane makes their approach, the plane must pull 
up. 

The 1800 foot runway is a serious health hazard because it barely accommodates a Caravan and the 
Navajo is not permitted to land there. This makes us at a serious disadvantage during medical 
emergencies. There are times when we do not get a plane for more than three days at a time due to 
weather. The length of our runway in addition to the weather is not a good combination for safety. 
Please see the enclosed letter from a resident who had an appendicitis emergency in the middle of the 
night. She was fortunate, and we hope to never have an unfortunate incident. 

The $4 million dollars will be used to extend the runway at least another 400 feet. The side roads will 
also be improved and a light system added to alert the citizens on the ground of the approaching 
aircraft. This will be safer for the residents and for the pilots. 

In 2003 the village spent $50,000 to $75,000 and lengthened the runway from 1600 to 1800 feet on our 
own. We have also improved the side roads and done all that we can to improve the safety and quality 
of life for our citizens. This funding will complete the improvements. 

This is a public safety project that will benefit our residents and visitors to our community. Not only will 
those entering and leaving the village be safer, but our residents will be assured access to health 
facilities, and the protection of our children will be enhanced. We appreciate your support of Chignik 

Lagoon.

My name is Delissa Jones and I am a resident of the Bristol Bay Area. I reside in Chignik 
Lagoon. 

Last month a medivac plane was called to my assistance to get me to the nearest hospital for a 
medical emergency. The medivac was ordered at approximately 3:50AM but I did not get picked 
up until 12:30PM. I was in acute and excruciating pain that the strongest pain medication at our 
local clinic just barely took the edge off. When I finally did reach Anchorage at 4:30PM, I was 
diagnosed with ruptured appendix and went into surgery immediately. 

My concern is the amount of time that it took for my medivac plane to reach me. I realize 
that our airfield limits the type of aircrafts that can land and take off but it still took over 8 hours for 
the plane to get here. Each resident in Bristol Bay should be taken care of and every possible 
action should be taken to assure their health and safety. I want every person to feel safe and 
secure living in our community, I ask that anything and everything that you can do to improve the 
medivac system will be done for future emergencies.

Dear Governor Palin: 

Congratulations on the birth of your son. May God bless the child and your family on this 
wonderful event. 

I am writing to ask that you retain funds that were included in the capital budget sent to you by 
the Alaska legislature that matches the $2 million Municipality of Anchorage (MO A) Pool 
Repair Bond. 

Anchorage voters recently approved the bond in order to ensure that critical repairs were made to 
the municipality's swimming pools. This approval surprised a lot of people, including the 
Mayor. I believe people voted for pools because they know the benefits of having these 
facilities, whether or not they chose to use them. But, the bonds require a match from the State. 
The appropriation in the capital budget provides this match. 

Without these repairs, I fear these facilities will close because of threats to the health and safety 
of the users. This situation is ironic because swimming is important for public and personal 
public health and safety. I got involved in the grass roots effort to keep the pools open despite 
the fact that I am only a sporadic user of these facilities. I am an avid swimmer and a part-time 
aquatics professional who teaches swimming and lifeguard courses at the Alaska Club, so I use 
the club's pool or the pool at Alaska Pacific University. Still, as an aquatics professional, I can 
attest to the value of community swimming pools. The benefits of these pools go far beyond 
aquatic recreation. For me, having lost two friends to accidental drowning, this is essentially a 
public health and safety issue. 

We are not asking the State to shoulder the entire capital expense of maintaining the pools. We 
are asking the state to help us out as a partner. Why should the State do this? First, given the 
number of people residing in the Municipality (as a percentage of overall state population) this 
expenditure benefits a large number of state residents. Second, these facilities are used for 
regional and state wide swim meets and other events that draw participants from beyond the 
Municipality. Third, the pools provide benefits to people beyond the Municipality. Please allow 
me to provide a personal example of this last point I was trained as a lifeguard instructor at a 
MO A pool. Recently, another lifeguard instructor and I trained eight lifeguards for the pool in 
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Yakutat. They were down to two lifeguards and had to restrict operating hours for the pool as a result of 
the shortage. I am pleased to report that with the training of additional lifeguards, the people of Yakutat 
now enjoy full operation of the pool

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Wishing you all the best with this exciting and busy time of your life! 
And Thank You for the kudos you sent me after this years Iditarod. 

Lady Luck has not been in my corner this year. The second place finish 
in the Iditarod after an unscheduled nap, as well as being passed in the 
last 20 miles of the All Alaska Sweepstakes race to finish a 
frustratingly close 9 minutes behind Mitch Seavey for the S100K winner 
take all purse! What the heck, it's just a dog race. 

No doubt you are following Alaska news and may well be aware that I have 
recently charged with a federal crime of taking a moose inside Denali 
National Park & Preserve. The case strikes me as crazy on many 
accounts, which is why I'm writing you. I can only imagine how busy you 
are, but I hope you will take the time to consider die following bullet 
points. Please be assured that the following is limited to items I feel 
I can easily document. 

1 . Cali and I were hunting an area North of the preserve that we have 

hunted for many years. 4- Wheeler ATV trails are obvious, and many 

hunters use the area. 

2. 1 was served with a search warrant by a NPS Ranger at my home after 

we returned from our successful hunting trip. I fully cooperated and I 

was astonished they suspected the moose had been taken over the boundary 

of the preserve. It was at this time I was made aware by the same ranger 

that a Helicopter had been used for surveillance over my home of 30 year 

for some kind of reconnaissance. I was also notified at this time that a 

DNA crime lab in Oregon would be used to match a gut pile in the willows 

with the meat in my freezer. During this interview I openly agreed from 

their description of the location of the kill site, that it may well 

have been and likely was the moose we had shot. 

3. 1 have since learned that a helicopter was used to find that gut pile 

and a Global Positioning Device was necessary to document the preserve 

boundary. 

4. After years of hunting I know of only two physical national preserve 
markers within 10 miles this popular hunting area, and I believe they 
date back to the park expansion itself The moose kill in question was 
over a half mile from the only marker I know of within miles. 

5. When I asked the investigating officers how far they thought this 
moose was over the invisible boundary, the responded "about 600 feet." 
(I'm guessing they rounded up, and I'm in the process of trying to prove 
it.) 

6. The area I am accused of illegally taking a moose and using an ATV is 
open to moose hunting with ATVs to qualified subsistence users. I know 
some of the qualified users who are retired NPS employees and in one 
case I can document they have handed down these hunting privileges to 
their grandchildren. If one happens to be a landowner in Cantwell, 20 
miles south of my home of 30 years those residents can hunt legally in 
the Preserve, and I believe no long-term residency is required. (I am 
quite confident a recent addition to Cantwell moving from Missouri was 
legally hunting in the Preserve last fall.) 

7. Just yesterday Denali Spokesperson Kris Fitser announced on APRN that 
they were going to begin marking the Preserve Boundary with large 
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florescent markers and referenced my infraction as stimulus. However I 
continue to face federal charges for this incident, after having never 
faced more than a speeding ticket in my life. 

8. Park Service will not tell my lawyer and I how far they think my 
moose was over the boundary, just the previous reference to "about 600 
feet." 

9. In the recent publication of my book, "Cold Hand Warm Heart," I 
dedicated a couple of chapters to the years I spent trapping and hunting 
during the late 70s in area that has since become Preserve. I have now 
been charged with crossing the boundary in this area by a distance 
clearly being measured in feet (So small a distance they won't even 
tell me!) 

10. 1 have also been notified by my attorney (Myron Angstman of Bethel) 
that we will not qualify for a jury trial. What's with that? 

Sarah, just moments ago I received MORE sympathy cards from those who are 
appalled by these charges, I just opened a card from Leroy and Vicki 
Lausen who operate the garbage disposal system for our community; they 
say, "When we think of you Jeff, we think of a man of honesty and 
integrity, this card is not meant to be trite. In difficult times, the 
character of a man comes out. " 

Helicopters? Global Positioning Devices to find the boundary? DNA 
testing? Personal property surveillance of the fire chief and his family 
of 30 years? NPS deciding to mark the boundary and claiming it is 
brought to their attention by my charges, but not dropping the charges? 

It is hard to be anything but disillusioned and disgusted by what to me 
is a gross misuse of power and assets on the part of the Park Service 
when they still need porta-potties at Polychrome. This concern pales in 
comparison to the personal insult to my integrity. 

Please spend a few moments to familiarize yourself to this situation and 
if you agree with me I would appreciate your public support.

Community Perspective 

Front page news on April, 1 1 was Jeff King killing a moose inside of 
Denali National Park. It appears this moose was taken in accordance 
with Alaska Department of F&G regulations. However, the National Park 
Service (NPS) did not like the location of where it was taken. It 
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appears the moose was harvested in the northeastern portion of the Park 
as expanded by the D2 Lands act of 1980 (ANILA). Section 202(3)(a) 
allows local residents to subsistence hunt where this use was 
traditional, all in accordance with title VIII. Here in lies the 
problem. Who is a local resident and who is a qualified subsistence 
user? 

Decisions by the Alaska Supreme Court have found that all Alaskan 
Residents qualify for subsistence. The NPS does not recognize this and 
selects only rural individuals with a certain address, therefore setting 
up a discriminatory allocation system. Jeff does not have an acceptable 
address. You must live south of MP 239 or north of MP 300 on Parks 
Highway to have a acceptable address. No other state has such a 
discriminatory management system. 

Hunting in the Rock Creek area has been a traditional use long before 
Statehood and ANILA. 

It appears what we have here is a criminal trespass issue, not a hunting 
violation. Had Jeffs address been acceptable to the NPS none of this 
would be a problem. 

Here is how it works. The fish and wildlife in ALL of Alaska, in 
accordance with the Alaska State Constitution, belongs to the residents 
of Alaska collectively. This includes all NPS lands. Because all 
residents of Alaska are subsistence users, they have an equal 
opportunity under State Law to subsistence hunt and fish. This has 
been confirmed by the Alaska Supreme Court. 

The Federal Government does not agree with the Alaska Supreme Court and 
have set up their own set of rules using Title VIII and Federal Court 
decrees. The Fed's then select by address the group they determine are 
qualified rural Federal subsistence users. Jeff fails to qualify. 

In addition the Fed's then proceeded to set up their own Fish and Game 
Board (Federal Subsistence Board) to allocate fish and wildlife (which 
they do not own) to this select group based on address. 

Since 1980 no Governor has had the fortitude to challenge the 
constitutionality of this thievery or the discriminatory allocation 
system set up by the Federal Government. Gov. Knowles had a chance and 
he refused to carry the Constitutional challenge forward. 

This Jeff King issue could be resolved rather quickly if Gov. Palin 
would challenge the constitutionality of the Federal subsistence system. 
The Court of first jurisdiction is the U. S. Supreme Court. The Court 
would have to hear the case. 

We will have to wait and see if Gov. Palin is true to her word and 
really believes in Article 1 - Declaration of Rights, Section 1. 
Inherent Rights of the Alaska Constitution where in it states "The 
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constitution is dedicated to the principles that all persons have a 
natural right to life, liberty, the pursuit of happiness, and the 
enjoyment of the rewards of their own industry; that all persons are 
equal and entitled to equal rights, opportunities, and protection under 
the law; and that all persons have corresponding obligations to the 
people and the State". 

The other route is for Jeff, as his defense, is to challenge the 
constitutionality of the NPS actions. This may take 20 years and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. A study of past Federal cases would 
indicate Jeff will lose all the way through the 9th Circuit Court. It 
would then be subject to possible selection by the U.S. Supreme Court. 
The State could ask to be allowed to join the case on behalf of Jeff. 
To date the State has not taken this action to support others who have 
challenged the Fed's.

I would like to thank the U.S. Forest Service for its work 
on the Supplemental Information Report for the Kensington 
Modified Plan of Operations (Modified Plans) . My comments 
on behalf of Northland Services are for inclusion on this 
record. 

The Kensington Mine will be an important economic engine 
fueling the economy of Southeast Alaska and will no doubt 
have many positive benefits for the rest of the state. 

We are pleased that the U.S. Forest Service, after an 
exhaustive analysis, concluded that the Modified Plan does 
not represent a substantial change to the proposed action. 
This environmental analysis has been preceded by three 
major environmental impact statements and this project 
should move forward expeditiously. 

The paste tailings facility is the chosen alternative of 
both Coeur Alaska and the environmental organizations which 
it has been cooperating with in finding a sensible 
solution.

Governor: 

DNR PERMIT DENIAL 

I looked into the issue Mr. Ross mentioned about a contractor applying for a DNR permit for an asphalt plant. The 
permit request relates to a re-alignment project on the Glenn Highway between mileposts 92 and 97 called the 
"Hicks Creek" project The contractor applied to locate an asphalt plant within the flood plain of a nearby river 
where the raw materials that need to be used are at. Locating the plant there means the contractor can mix the 
asphalt there and truck it directly to the job site. Having to locate the plant somewhere else means increased 
costs and time spent trucking the raw materials to the asphalt plant for mixing and then trucking the hot asphalt to 
the job site. 

I found out that the permit request has been formally denied at the lowest level by DNR. My understanding is that 
the permit was denied because DNR did not feel it was appropriate to locate the asphalt plant in the flood plain in 
case the river water rose or there was a lot of rain that would cause runoff from the asphalt plant and the raw 
materials. 

DOT Central Region (Gordon Keith) disagrees with DNR's permit denial. Mr. Keith says that they have gotten 
these same kinds of DNR permits in the past under similar circumstances and that any increased costs to the 
contractor resulting from the DNR permit denial will probably end up having to be paid by the State since the bid 
docs assumed locating the asphalt plant in the location on the flood plain. DOT says they are supportive of the 
appeal by the contractor to the next level of administration within DNR and are trying to assist the contractor with 
his appeal. 

I have spoken to Joe Balash about this issue. He may be able to provide more input on the reasons for the DNR 
denial of the permit. 

CLEMENCY REQUESTS 

Staff here and at the Parole Board have found only one letter in our tracking system from Mr. Ross regarding 
clemency and it does not mention any specific individual. I can call Mr. Ross and get the names of the individuals 
he says have applied and make sure they filled out the right paperwork?

Another success from this legislative session to support the health care infrastructure 
was HB 325, which extended and expanded a housing loan program to teachers and health care 
professionals.

In addition, last year the legislature and Governor Palin supported lifting the freeze on 
income eligibility levels by increasing Denali Kidcare to 175 percent of poverty. Again, 
it is important to ensure the cost and the levels of service are sustainable before making 
additional increases. This year's legislation to increase Denali KidCare to 200 percent of 
poverty lacks strong federal support. It is still up to Congress and the Centers for 
Medicare and Medicaid to reauthorize the program. Governor Palin has called on the 
Congressional delegation to achieve timely reauthorization of the State Children' s Health 
Insurance Program (SCHIP) , which is only authorized through March 2009. With many seats in 

Congress and the presidency up for election, the outcome is unknown - it is not prudent to 
guess what will be allowed or improved for this program.

Dr. Luban explained that the inmate was extremely 
ill with multiple organ failure and that MRSA was not the primary cause 
of death. The reporter responded by pointing out that the death 
certificate listed MRSA as the cause of death. Dr. Luban conceded the 
j point but explained that the MRS infection could only have been present 

because of the poor health and low immune system of the inmate. Dr. 
I Luban disagreed with the union's claim that hundreds of inmates had 

MRSA, and stated that if someone has an infection they would be treated 
for that infection. 

Next a question was asked as to whether management had "axes to grind" 
in bringing staff disciplinary action forward. Joe refuted that and 
explained that he expected honesty and transparency in his workers. The 
question was asked whether union members were under a "gag order" to not 
speak with the press . The commissioner explained that was not the case 
but said if untruths were told to the media it would be dealt with 
through disciplinary action. He emphasized that if an CO knew of an 
unsafe situation that CO was obligated to report to a supervisor and not 
to bring it to the media. 



The discussion went off topic with a number of questions on programming 
and prison expansion. The commissioner handled each question as an 
opportunity to promote positive steps being made by the department to 
reduce recidivism, etc. Substance abuse treatment programs were detailed 
as well. 



A question was asked about a union charge of nepotism in hiring. The 
commissioner strongly denied this and explained the advancement process 
whereby some COs hired to work at Seward were not transferred to Palmer

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while new COs were hired for those positions. The commissioner 
emphasized the fact that the negotiated contract was being followed 



The commissioner was asked about staff cutbacks and explained hiring 
levels were never better, with more new officers coming on board than 
any time in the past except for when a new prison came on line. In 2006 
there were 703 filled positions, that was increased to 737 a year later 
and the authorization for 2008 is 780. 



The commissioner was asked whether the relationship between ACOA and 
himself was permanently broken* He said absolutely not, and mentioned 
some recent positive interactions. He said he would always he willing to 
work with the union. 



Channel 11 left early . . . there were a few more questions but they were 
reworking previous questions .

Second opinion: solutions for health care need long-term look and fix 



Alaskans need a second opinion regarding the outcome of the legislature's 90-day session on 
health issues. 

Governor Palin' s vision with the Health Care Transparency Act was to increase access and 
reduce costs of health care through competition, and provide information surrounding the cost 
and quality of care. Alaskans would have been provided information to make better-informed 
decisions about health care. Repealing Certificate of Need would have made health care more 
market-driven. 

The House and Senate Health, Education, and Social Services committees held numerous 
committee hearings - 12 total - which provided an opportunity for legislators, the health care 
industry, and the public to express a spectrum of opinions regarding the health care marketplace. 
House Finance also held a lengthy hearing. This is the furthest any such legislation regarding 
Certificate of Need has survived in the legislative process. We worked hard, but were unable to 
move the legislation through in the shortened session. 

However, Governor Palin is committed to working toward the recommendations of the Health 
Care Strategies Planning Council: to make health care more affordable and accessible for 
Alaskans, while achieving top-quality health care. This doesn't happen overnight - nor in 90

days; the issues are complex. 



Providing access to health care for all is a noble goal, but giving everyone health insurance does not 
ensure access to appropriate health care. We still need enough health practitioners and facilities to deliver 
the right care at the right time for each Alaskan. That means adequate health infrastructure must be in 
place to respond to increased health coverage. There is a need to gradually ramp up both infrastructure 
and insurance to avoid overwhelming any one part of the health care system. 

Last year, Governor Palin and the legislature supported the addition of 20 WW AMI program participants 
(HB1 8). It is an important step, and more positions certainly need to be added - not just to accommodate 
and support training for more doctors in Alaska, but also more nurses and other health care providers. 

Another success from this legislative session to support the health care infrastructure was HB 325, which 
extended and expanded a housing loan program to teachers and health care professionals. It will help 
those in teaching and health care professions to receive home loan incentives, aiding recruitment efforts. 

In addition, last year the legislature and Governor Palin supported lifting the freeze on income eligibility 
levels by increasing Denali Kidcare to 175 percent of poverty. Again, it is important to ensure the cost 
and the levels of service are sustainable before making additional increases. This year's legislation to 
increase Denali KidCare to 200 percent of poverty lacks strong federal support. It is still up to Congress 
and the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid to reauthorize the program. Governor Palin has called on the 
Congressional delegation to achieve timely reauthorization of the State Children's Health Insurance 
Program (SCHIP), which is only authorized through March 2009. With many seats in Congress and the 
presidency up for election, the outcome is unknown - it is not prudent to guess what will be allowed or 
improved for this program. 

Next steps: The department is assessing how to continue incremental improvements to health care in 
Alaska using current resources including: 

• Establishing a Health Care Commission to work with a broad spectrum of health care professionals 
and consumers to address and formulate policy on health care issues concerning affordability, 
accessibility and quality of health care. 

• Consolidating information already available to provide a web-based resource on health care, 
prevention and healthy living. 

• Providing outreach to Alaskans on healthy living: through the recent promotion of the President's 
Challenge, for example, 

• Evaluating what information is readily available on quality and cost from health care providers, and 
what the state can link together into a comprehensive site. 

• Promulgating regulations on Certificate of Need, to improve definitions and address areas of 
concern, based on the Negotiated Rule Making Committee Recommendations. 

The Governor and the department look forward to continuing to improve health care in Alaska, and 
supporting Alaskans in achieving the greatest possible individual and public health.

Dear Senator Green: 



I am in receipt of your letter requesting the gasline special session 
call be expanded to include parental notification and partial-birth 
abortion. As you are aware, I fully support these bills. Quite 
frankly, I am surprised at this request, considering the ample 
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opportunity the Legislature had to address these issues in the recently 



concluded legislative session. 



House Bill 301, legislation prohibiting the practice of partial-birth 
abortions, passed the House and was transmitted to the Senate with 18 
days remaining in the regular session. The Senate companion measure, SB 
264, was introduced in February, but 'no. .action had been taken at the 
time HB 301 arrived in the legislative chamber which you preside over. 
Despite the apparent opposition of the committee chair, you referred HB 
301 to the same committee as SB 264 where it remained until the 
adjournment of the Legislature. 



Likewise, House Bill 364, legislation helping protect the fundamental 
right of parents to raise their children^ "ancl be involved in critical 
pregnancy decisions hy their young daughters, passed the House of 
Representatives with sufficient time to be heard and acted upon by the 
full Senate; however it, too, was referred to the same committee as its 
Senate companion measure, SB 279. You exercised your discretionary 
authority as the Senate President when you referred HB 364 to a

committee which had not held one, hearing on that companion legislation 
despite the fact it was introduced on the very first day of the 
legislative session. 



As the end of session drew near, passionate supporters of these measures 
made an attempt to move these bills to the floor for a vote. I was 
surprised to see that you and Senator Huggins voted with the opponents 
of these bills to block such a vote. While you may provide a technical 
explanation of why your internal rules do not allow this, I have been 
informed about a tool you had but chose not to use to advance these 
bills. 



Rule 48. Discharge of Bills from Committee, (a) If the majority of the 
full membership of a standing, special, or joint committee desire that 
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any 



legislation pending before the committee be considered, they may present 

the 

request, in writing, to the presiding officer. The presiding officer 

shall sign the 

request and this action shall be noted in the journal. The committee 

chair affected 

shall schedule the specified legislation for consideration within three 

days after 

transmittal of the request by the presiding officer to the committee 

chair. 



As I understand this rule, Senator Huggins, if he felt passionate about 
doing all he could to ensure these bills became law, could have 
submitted a request along with his colleagues to get HB 301 and HB 364 
scheduled for a fair hearing. 



I believe the majority of Alaskans support these measures as well as the 
majority of all members in the Alaska Legislature; however, the Senate 
failed to act on them. 



It doesn't make sense to allow your recent decisions to derail Alaska's 
ability to move a gas pipeline forward. I do, however, feel these 
issues are important enough to be handled independently, outside oil and 
gas deliberations. 



As you are aware, Article 2, Section 9 of the Alaska Constitution allows 
the Legislature/ by a vote of two-thirds, to call itself into a special 
session not to exceed 3 days. Are you considering this as an option? 



Since the House of Representatives held significant debate and public 

testimony on these measures, a shorter session, possibly in Anchorage, 

could be productive to address both bills. I am interested in hearing 

how, as Senate President, you would ensure that Alaskans will finally

I am writing to comment on the 3/21/08 Supplemental Information Report for the Kensington Modified 
Plan of Operations. 

I fully support the findings by the U.S. Forest Service that the Modified Plan does not result in impacts 
substantially different than those studied under the three prior SEIS's. This plan is materially similar to 
prior plans that have been studied, except in areas where it lessens various impacts. The Modified Plan 
decreases the impact to wetlands, decreases the size of the tailings berm and the corresponding space 
required, decreases water consumption, and decreases potential problems from closure/reclamation, 
This plan has the support of the environmental groups that have vigorously opposed this mine. 

Further, the Modified Plan elminates the usage of Cascade Point as a marine transportation terminal for 
the mine operations, eliminating another primary concern of the environmental groups. 

Juneau needs the Kensington mine, the jobs it brings, and the economic diversification that it provides. If 
the opening of Kensington is unreasonably delayed, Coeur Alaska will be forced to abandon its enormous 
investment in this project, killing this project and seriously harming the ability to attract responsible 
resource development companies to Alaska. 

I urge the Forest Service to expedite approval of the Modified Plan.

At a special session called by the governor, legislation is limited to the subjects 
designated by the governor in the proclamation or to the subjects presented by the 
governor, and to reconsideration of legislation, if any, vetoed following a regular

arrangements, a proclamation for a special session shall be issued at least 30 days in

My son was born with Down Syndrome 
almost 25 years ago and people would notice he looked different and I would tell them he 
had Down Syndrome and they would get this horrified look on their face as if they said 
something wrong. We have come a long ways since then. I just wanted to tell you some hints 
I have collected over the years. 

1) Infant learning is great and should be started as soon as you can. 

2) Using sign language was essential for my son however I wish we would have pushed the 
speech a little more because he is hard to understand. 

3) When its time for school the teachers may say they only have you son's interest in mind 
that isn't always true because they do have other students in mind. For my son I stayed in 
Glennallen because it is so small and my son was the only student with intensive needs he 
had his own aid which meant that he was totally included in the regular classroom from K - 
12 he went on with the same group of students until he graduated ( actually he walked with 
his class and then did 2 years vocational education) . 2 good movies are Educating peter 
and Graduating Peter. Learn your child's right under IDEA and being part of a 
support/advocacy group will help. 

4) If anyone tells you that just because your son has Down Syndrome he won't graduate, or 
learn read or write or anything really don't believe them. The only limitations your son 
has is those you allow other people or yourself to give him. 

5) Most important you can work and raise an other abled (I relly hate the word disabled) 
child. I raised 3 boys on my own 2 of which have disabilities one Down Syndrome and my 
youngest has Asperger's Syndrome which fits in the autism spectrum disorders. I worked 
full time at the local school and was a volunteer on the ambulance and fire dept. 

I guess in conclusion I would say I hope you like the roller coaster because as you know

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with children it is always a roller coaster disabled or not. My mom would always says 
that's him being normal when I would complain. Good luck and best wishes.

When Lilly was born, I needed to hear one 
thing, and that is what I am passing on to you: "Do not worry - your child will be 
amazing!" Ignore every piece of negative outdated information that you hear. My daughter 
is very smart - not only can she say about 30 words, but she knows sign language and can 
sign over 50 words I She is funny and beautiful and is exactly the child I always thought 
we would have - she is so much like myself! A few days ago she was playing independently, 
putting her "dolls" to sleep as she loves to do, but then she took out a toy stethescope, 
put it on her ears, and started checking her baby's heartbeat! Such a joy. 



My husband and I are both well-educated; I am a lawyer, working as a legal analyst 
(publishing statutes for Washington at LexisNexis) , and my husband is a doctor. I'm just 
26 years old, and my husband is 31, and Lilly is our first child, although we'd like a big 
family eventually. We've had many people tell us what our daughter's potential would be, 
in a negative way, and she's already exceeding every expectation. Someone told me she'd 
never be able to turn on a light switch; another person told me she'd never brush her own 
teeth. She mastered these skills at about 18 months. :) Trust in your son first, and 
let him be your guide. And enjoy every minute, as you have with your other children. In 
so many ways, Lilly has been much easier than our friends' "typically developing" kids - 
she's been on over 30 flights; she's been to Disney World twice and loved it (even at her 
age!), Puerto Rico, NYC, and countless other cities; and she is the star student in Little 
Gym and Kindermusi 

k. She does great in a regular daycare, and is more well-known for her pigtails and 
fashion sense than for having DS. One of her best qualities is that she appreciates

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almost every situation, and tries to get the most out of every minute of the day. She 
draws people in so charismatically; I've never seen anything comparable in another child. 
She gets more compliments than a girl needs' and it's not because of her chromosomes; it's 
because of who she is. 



Early Intervention services can start early - we started at 3 weeks with physical therapy, 
and now she does OT and Speech as well; although she only qualifies because of her 
diagnosis, not because she's delayed in those two areas. She does have hypotonia, and is 
not walking indpendently yet (probably another month or two) ; but she can run while 
pushing a baby walker. And keep up with the health care guidelines; check for sleep 
apnea, thyroid issues, heart defects, hearing issues, etc - but the good news is that all 
of these are easily treatable. Also, there's a great book called "Gifts" written by 60 
moms who rejoice in their kids with DS, I highly recommend it. 

I wish you all the best; and I'm so excited for the journey you are starting. Your new 
son will enrich your life in ways you never dreamed. I've never laughed so much in my 
life than I do every day with Lilly. If you ever need anything, don't hesitate to contact 
me.

"Holland?!" you say. "What do you mean, Holland? I signed up for Italy! I'm supposed 
to be in Italy! All my life I've dreamed of going to Italy!" 
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But there's been a change in the flight plan. They've landed in Holland, and there you 
must stay. 

The important thing is that they haven't taken you to a horrible, disgusting, filthy 
place, full of pestilence, famine and disease. It's just a different place. 

So you must go out and buy new guidebooks. And you must learn a whole new language. And 
you will meet a whole new group of people you would never have met. 

It's just a different place. It's slower-paced than Italy, less flashy than Italy. But 
after you've been there for a while and you catch your breath, you can look around, and 
you begin to notice that Holland has windmills, Holland has tulips. Holland even has 
Rembrandt s. 

But everyone you know is busy coming and going from Italy, and they're all bragging about 
what a wondrful time they had there. And for the rest of your life, you will say, "Yes, 
that's where I was supposed to go. That's what I had planned." 

And the pain of that will never, ever go away, because the loss of that dream is a very 
significant loss. 

But if you spend your life mourning the fact that you didn't get to Italy, you may never 
be free to enjoy the very special, the very lovely things about Holland. 



You sound like you have a 
good perspective and we wish you all the best.

Good Afternoon: 

Here is the response to your request for information to the Department of Corrections. Please contact me if any 
clarification is needed. 

MRSA is a staph bacteria that is resistant to most antibiotics. As far as the suggestion that there is an 
'outbreak of MRSA' in DOC prisons, here is what Dr. Luban, DOC Medical Officer, explained in simple 
form: 

MRSA exists in most places where people concentrate with their skin exposed, such as school locker 
rooms, athletic clubs, hospitals, prisons. When a person is exposed to MRSA it becomes a problem 
when a person's Immune system Is weak or compromised (such as being in poor health) or when MRSA 
Is exposed to an open cut or sore. The way to prevent exposure is through hand washing, keeping open 
cuts or sores closed or protected ...and maintaining good hygiene. DOC staff understands when taking 
the job that they could be exposed to some dangerous situations such as inmates who throw bodily 
fluids, or who have Hepatitis C, Aids or MRSA. 

As for the complaint of reduced staffing in FY 06: In FY2006 the DOC employed an average of 703 
correctional officers (filled positions). FY2007 the DOC increased the average filled correctional officers 
to 737 positions. The average filled correctional officer positions for the first three quarters in FY2008 is 
744 positions. For FY 2009 the total funded CO positions has increased to 786.

I am writing in support of the new SIR prepared for the paste tailings change at Kensington 
which meets all NEPA requirements. No new SEIS or EA should be necessary, given the 
analysis provided in the SIR and three previous EIS's, supported by over 1000 studies and $35 
million in environmental baseline engineering and design studies. 

The PTF will use the existing National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) outfall 
previously permitted after a NEPA analysis. The PTF will also use the existing water treatment 
facility which has been shown to be effective in meeting state and federal water quality 
standards. 

The Sierra Club, Southeast Alaska Conservation Council and Lynn Canal Conservation 
supported taking the paste option forward as a better environmental alternative than the DTF. 
Paste tailings require less space and allow for enhanced water recovery, reducing water 
consumption. In addition, all contact water will be recycled or treated and will meet EPA's zero 
discharge requirement. The PTF berm will only be 85 ft. high, as compared to the dry stack at 
220 ft. high. The closure/reclamation strategy is simple and straight-forward, and there are no 
long-term water treatment requirements for the encapsulated tailings. 

I support the proposed move to Yankee Cove for transportation of workers, a fully permitted 
privately-owned facility, which eliminates the opposition of the Conservation Groups (SEACC, 
Sierra Club and Lynn Canal Conservation) to the Cascade Point facility. The move does not 
otherwise substantially change the transportation effects studied in the 2004 SEIS. 

The Kensington project is very important to the economy and future of Southeast Alaska and I 
am confident that the SIR process provides the environmental analysis to allow Coeur to 
proceed with this plan and the opportunity for open comment on this SIR enables involvement 
by public as required by the Conservation Groups.

The PTF will use the existing National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) outfall 
previously permitted after a NEPA analysis. The PTF will also use the existing water treatment 
facility which has been shown to be effective in meeting state and federal water quality 
standards. 

The Sierra Club, Southeast Alaska Conservation Council and Lynn Canal Conservation 
supported taking the paste option forward as a better environmental alternative than the DTF. 
Paste tailings require less space and allow for enhanced water recovery, reducing water 
consumption. In addition, all contact water will be recycled or treated and will meet EPA's zero 
discharge requirement. The PTF berm will only be 85 ft. high, as compared to the dry stack at 
220 ft. high. The closure/reclamation strategy is simple and straight-forward, and there are no 
long-term water treatment requirements for the encapsulated tailings. 

I support the proposed move to Yankee Cove for transportation of workers, a fully permitted 
privately-owned facility, which eliminates the opposition of the Conservation Groups (SEACC, 
Sierra Club and Lynn Canal Conservation) to the Cascade Point facility. The move does not 
otherwise substantially change the transportation effects studied in the 2004 SEIS. 

The Kensington project is very important to the economy and future of Southeast Alaska and I 
am confident that the SIR process provides the environmental analysis to allow Coeur to 
proceed with this plan and the opportunity for open comment on this SIR enables involvement 
by public as required by the Conservation Groups.

When President Truman initiated a National Prayer Day in 1952, he intended for it to 
embrace all Americans whatever their faith tradition. Now it appears that conservative 
Christian evangelicals, led by Shirley Dobson (wife of James Dobson) and their 
organization Focus on the Family, have taken over this event. Calling themselves the 
National Day of Prayer Task Force, they are excluding Jews, Muslims, Catholics, Buddhists 
and even mainline Christians from National Prayer Day events scheduled for May 1, 2008. 



The National Day of Prayer Task Force requires volunteer coordinators to sign a pledge 
stating: "I commit that NDP activities I serve with will be conducted solely by Christians 
while those with differing beliefs are welcome to attend." The coordinators must also sign 
a statement of faith which includes the following language: "I believe that the Holy Bible 
is the inerrant Word of The Living God. I believe that Jesus Christ is the Son of God and 
the only One by which I can obtain salvation and have an ongoing relationship with God." 
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This clearly aligns a government -sponsored event with a particular Christian denomination, 
in violation of the basic provisions of the First Amendment to the Constitution, 
establishing the separation of church and state. 



I understand that you have not yet issued a proclamation calling for a National Day of 
Prayer on May 1. When you do so, I urge you to make sure that your proclamation calls for 
an inclusive national day of prayer, one that embraces every faith tradition, encourages 
clergy from diverse faith traditions to participate and truly reflects the best values in 
our nation.

But my oldest daughter got 
involved with a young guy and they had a baby, I thought he was a good guy until I caught 
him buying pain meds over my telephone. I questioned him and my daughter and they lied to 
me and said they dont do them and I found out later that they are snorting them and also 
smoking pot. My granddaughter was born with pot in her system and her dr. who is dr. smith 
wanted ocs to investigate a 

nd when the social worker came to the hospital the social worker told them it was no big 
deal and never followed up. Well my Grandaughters parents have never steped up to the 
plate as far as the baby. There have been multiple concerns not only by myself but also 
her doctor and ocs was contacted again and nothing is being done. My daughter has 
attempted suicide 3 times and the father has been the reason. Neither of these guys are 
mentally, stable to care for this child and no one follows up. I know as a parent I not 
only want my granddaughter to grow up in a happy healthy home, I want my daughter to get 
help.

90 day Session Works 

Proponents of the 90-day session are probably gleaming with "I told you so thoughts," as the 
legislature not only adjourned on time, they adjourned with time still left on the clock. Normally, 
as witnessed by this author, sessions always adjourn in the final hours and sometimes do not 
even finish on time. This is the first time in years where both bodies adjourned with all of the 
work completed and with many extra hours still available. 

The capital budget and operating budgets both passed. In reality, the bills probably could have 
been completed earlier in the session. Any bills falling into the "must pass" category passed out 
days prior. While many folks working in the capitol building complained of a hurried schedule 
and longer working hours than normal, most folks would have to agree the shortened session 
turned out rather successfully. One caveat, had the legislature taken up a complex piece of 
legislation like PPT or natural gas pipeline contracts, it is likely the Legislature would not have 
met the 90-day session goal for adjournment. 

Saving Money-Legislature Squirrels Away $5 billion 

In the past couple of years, the State Chamber has been advocating for saving money. We 
recognize, and have been attempting to communicate to legislators, staff and business groups 
that the state is running out of oil, an event predicted to occur in the next ten years. Regardless 
of the price, without adequate supply, the oil pipeline will down once output of crude drops to 
between 300,000 and 400,000 barrels a day. Currently, the pipeline is moving less than 750,000 
barrels a day, down from the peak of 2.1 million in the late 80s. Without a new source of 
revenue, ideally the gas pipeline, the state is going to run off a financial cliff, as on-going state 
operations require some source of stable financing. 

So, when you got it, save it While the legislature did a very good job of spending money this 
year, they also did a very good job of saving money as well. Below find a quick list of how the 
legislature saved money, all of which ended up in the Constitutional Budget Reserve (CBR): 
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Supplemental Budget-placed $3.6 billion into CBR 
Operating Budget-placed $1 billion into CBR 
Capital Budget -saved another $400 million into CBR 
Total Savings into CBR-$5 Billion 

State Budgets - Whopping Amounts! 

As previously noted in our capitol notes, the operating budget passed both bodies early and at record 

amounts. The final conference committee budget (the formal process for adopting differences between 

Senate and House budgets) totaled just over $10 billion* This is a sizable increase from last years 

operating budget, which totaled about $9.1 billion. Operating budgets are on average increasing at 

roughly 10% per year. With oil production in decline, continued double-digit budget increases are not 

sustainable. 

Capital Budget Grew and Grew 

From its formal introduction, the state capital budget grew every time it passed from one committee or 
one legislative body to the other. As is and not accounting for the CBR savings, the capital budget 
topped out just short of $3 billion. Many projects added in were for personal house districts, others at 
request of local municipalities or even the girl scouts. Traditional mundane projects like road 
improvements, water and sewer upgrades, harbor infrastructure, power generation and the like were 
included with projects normally taken on by local charities such as batting cages, the girl scouts and air 
shows. The Governor has already stated that their will be some scrimping and cutting as she gets out the 
big red veto pen. While nothing is certain, one could expect the Governor might veto some $50-$350 
million of projects. The Governor may reduce support for some projects with more funding coming in 
future years. Big-ticket items included a bridge in Ketchikan, sport fish hatcheries in Anchorage and 
Fairbanks along with many other large roadway projects. 

PERS/TRS Issues Put To Rest 

As previously reported in many of our capitol notes, the unfunded liability of PERS/TRS public 
employee and teacher retirement systems became a quagmire of sorts for the legislature for much of the 
past four years. Less money was coming in to pay for outgoing retirement costs. Local municipalities 
particularly were being hard hit often paying exorbitant amounts of money to cover retirement 
liabilities. For three years, the legislature put a band-aid on a growing problem by providing barely 
enough money to local governments to cover local contribution costs. With recent passage of SB 1 25 
and HB 13, funding, contribution rates and state matches are included for a long-term fix to the 
PERS/TRS issue. The Stat! e Chamber has been advocating for a permanent fix to the PERS/TRS 
problem for the past four years. In fact, last year, it was a Chamber top priority. The Chamber has been 
concerned that the affects associated with not solving the issue would put local businesses at risk 
through increased property taxes. We are hopeful that the issue will be put to bed for many years to 
come. 

Legislature Reinstates Community Revenue Sharing 

With passage of SB 72 in the final days, the legislature hopes to provide lump sums of money for local 
municipalities to enable local government control. Sponsored by the Senate Community & Regional 
Affairs Committee, the bill attempts to make communities whole after years of significantly reduced or 
no revenue sharing. With the elimination of the program five years ago, many local municipalities 
raised property taxes, increased assessments or eliminated services altogether. A few small 
municipalities revoked their municipal charters. While the bill places into statute the framework in 
which the program is to operate, funding is still dependent on final approval by the legislature within the 
operating budget. ! Without a consistent source of revenue, property taxes increased substantially in the 
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past few years, with the largest taxing population being Alaskan businesses. 



Legislature Passes Top State Chamber priority: HB 125 requires Long-Term Financial 
Plan 

Like any financial organization, the state is joining the business community by actually planning for the 
future. While HB 125-sponsored by Rep Mike Hawker, doesn ! t require the legislature or the governor to 
put anything into effect, it does require the Governor to submit to the Legislature a long-term plan 
incorporating expenses, revenues and other future financial considerations. HB 125 will put into law an 
amendment to the Executive Budget Act, which requires the Governor to submit a fiscal plan looking 
out 10 years for the entire state. The bill would force each sitting governor to update the plan annually 
and to include all expenditures and revenue sources. We were engaged on HB 125 from the beginning 
through our lobbying efforts and by providing constructive dialogue, written and oral sup! port. 

Businesses Well Represented before the 25 th Alaska Legislature 

The State Chamber plays an active role again this session. At one point, the Alaska State Chamber was 
following, covering, looking to halt, amend and or pass 82 bills and resolutions. Many bills introduced 
in the past two years created serious concern for Alaska's businesses. Our greatest successes occurred 
when legislators chose to work with us rather than against us. For some individuals it is far easier to kill 
a bill; however, our professional approach allows us to work with all individuals regardless of party or 
other issue. 

In a few cases, we were successful in reviving bills languishing in committee for months. While other 
bills that had little room for compromise, were held in committee for future consideration. We were 
successful in helping pass the bills listed below, most of which fall into State Chamber Legislative 
Priorities. Working towards passage took a great amount of effort from our legislative staff. Lining up 
important votes, facilitating amendments, working on scheduling hearings, reassuring legislative staff 
and legislators there was necessary support and back-up material and meeting with committee chairs 
were just a small portion of the State Chamber's efforts in passing the following bills:

Here is the response to your request for information to the Department of Corrections. 
Please contact me if any clarification is needed. 



MRSA is a staph bacteria that is resistant to most antibiotics. As far as the suggestion 
that there is an 'outbreak of MRSA' in DOC prisons, here is what Dr. Luban, DOC Medical 
Officer, explained in simple form: 



MRSA exists in most places where people concentrate with their skin exposed, such. as 
school locker rooms, athletic clubs, hospitals, prisons. When a person is exposed to MRSA 
it becomes a problem when a person's immune system is weak or compromised (such as being 
in poor health) or when MRSA is exposed to an open cut or sore. The way to prevent 
exposure is through hand washing, keeping open cuts or sores closed or protected...and 
maintaining good hygiene. DOC staff understands when taking the job that they could be 
exposed to some dangerous situations such as inmates who throw bodily fluids', or who have 
Hepatitis C, Aids or MRSA. 



As for the complaint of reduced staffing in FY 06: In FY2006 the DOC employed an average 
of 703 correctional officers (filled positions) . FY2007 the DOC increased the average 
filled correctional officers to 737 positions. The average filled correctional officer 
positions for the first three quarters in FY2008 is 744 positions. For FY 2009 the total 
funded CO positions has increased to 786.

Here is the response to your request for information to the Department of Corrections. 
Please contact me if any clarification is needed. 
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MRSA is a staph bacteria that is resistant to most antibiotics. As far as the suggestion 
that there is an 'outbreak of MRSA' in DOC prisons, here is what Dr. Luban, DOC Medical 
Officer, explained in simple form: 



MRSA exists in most places where people concentrate with their skin exposed, such as 
school locker rooms, athletic clubs, hospitals, prisons. When a person is exposed to MRSA 
it becomes a problem when a person's immune system is weak or compromised (such as being 
in poor health) or when MRSA is exposed to an open cut or sore. The way to prevent 
exposure is through hand washing, keeping open cuts or sores closed or protectedL.and 
maintaining good hygiene. DOC staff understands when taking the job that they could be 
exposed to some dangerous situations such as inmates who throw bodily fluids, or who have 
Hepatitis C, Aids or MRSA. 

As for the complaint of reduced staffing in FY 06: In FY2006 the DOC employed an average 
of 703 correctional officers (filled positions) . FY2007 the DOC increased the average 
filled correctional officers to 737 positions. The average filled correctional officer 
positions for the first three quarters in FY2008 is 744 positions. For FY 2009 the total 
funded CO positions has increased to 786.

Dear Mr. Griffin: 

I am writing in support of the new SIR prepared for the paste tailings change at 
Kensington which meets all NEPA requirements. No new SEIS or EA should be 
necessary, given the analysis provided in the SIR and three previous EIS's, supported 
by over 1000 studies and $35 million in environmental baseline engineering and design 
studies. 

The PTF will use the existing National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) 
outfall previously permitted after a NEPA analysis. The PTF will also use the existing 
water treatment facility which has been shown to be effective in meeting state and 
federal water quality standards. 

The Sierra Club, Southeast Alaska Conservation Council and Lynn Canal Conservation 
supported taking the paste option forward as a better environmental alternative than the 
DTF. Paste tailings require less space and allow for enhanced water recovery, reducing 
water consumption. In addition, all contact water will be recycled or treated and will 
meet EPA's zero discharge requirement. The PTF berm will only be 85 ft. high, as 
compared to the dry stack at 220 ft. high. The closure/reclamation strategy is simple 
and straight-forward, and there are no long-term water treatment requirements for the 
encapsulated tailings. 

I support the proposed move to Yankee Cove for transportation of workers, a fully 
permitted privately-owned facility, which eliminates the opposition of the Conservation

Groups (SEACC, Sierra Club and Lynn Canal Conservation) to the Cascade Point facility. The 
move does not otherwise substantially change the transportation effects studied in the 2004 
SEIS. 

The Kensington project is very important to the economy and future of Southeast Alaska and I 
am confident that the SIR process provides the environmental analysis to allow Coeur to 
proceed with this plan and the opportunity for open comment on this SIR enables involvement 
by public as required by the Conservation Groups.

NCLB UPDATE 

On April 22, in Detroit, Michigan, Secretary Spellings proposed new regulations to clarify and 
strengthen Title I of the No Child Left Behind Act. ! Tm proposing new policy tools that will give 
families lifelines and empower educators to create dramatic improvement," she explained. "Many 
are actions that have gained broad support through conversation on how to strengthen NCLB. 
While I will continue working with legislators to renew this law, I also realize that students and 
families and teachers and schools need help now. So, at the President's request, I'm moving forward 
to empower educators to take actions that families have been waiting for." The proposed 
regulations focus on improved accountability and transparency, uniform and disaggregated 
graduation rates, and improved implementation of public school choice and supplemental 
educational services (SES). 

Improved Accountability and Transparency 

• Assessments and Multiple Measures, There is a misunderstanding that accountability 
must be based on a single measure or form of assessment. The proposed regulation clarifies 
states may use one test or several tests (e.g., reading and writing assessments to measure 
reading/language arts) and may use one format or multiple formats (e.g., multiple choice, 
extended response, etc.). 

• Strengthening State Assessment and Accountability Systems. The proposed regulation 
requires the Secretary to create a National Technical Advisory Council (NTAC). The council 
will not review individual state plans but, instead, focus on technically complex issues that 
affect a number of states. 

• Minimum Subgroup Size and Including Students in Accountability. Currendy, there 
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are many students and subgroups of students excluded from Adequate Yearly Progress (AYP) 
calculations. The proposed regulation requires states to explain how the minimum subgroup si2e (N- 
size) and other components of their AYP definition (e.g., confidence intervals, performance indexes, 
definitions of "full academic year," etc.) combine to supply statistically reliable information. States 
would be required to ensure the maximum number of students are included in AYP calculations. 
States would also be required to report the number and percentage of students excluded from AYP 
calculations. The Department will work with the NTAC on guidelines by which states will be peer 
reviewed. 

Including NAEP Data on Report Cards. The proposed regulation requires states and school 
districts to report the most recent results from state National Assessment of Educational Progress 
(NAEP) reading and math tests on the same public report card they use to report state assessments. 
Including Individual Student Growth in AYP. The proposed regulation sets the key criteria that 
states must meet in order to receive authority (under a flexibility agreement) to incorporate individual 
student academic progress in their definitions of AYP. The criteria closely adhere to those 
established in the growth model pilot program. 

Identifying Schools for Improvement. The proposed regulation codifies current Department 
policy that districts may identify schools and districts in need of improvement on the basis of not 
meeting annual measurable objectives (AMOs) in the same subject over consecutive years. On the 
other hand, districts may not limit identification to those schools that do not meet AMOs in the same 
subject for the same subgroup over consecutive years. 

Restructuring. Preliminary analysis of Department data from 36 states indicates that only 18% of 
schools that were identified for restructuring in 2004-05 or 2005-06 have exited restructuring status. 
The proposed regulation requires; interventions implemented as part of a restructuring plan must be 
more rigorous and comprehensive than those implemented as part of the earlier correction action 
plan; districts must implement strategies that address the reasons a school is in restructuring; and, 
when replacing school staff, districts may also replace the principal, although replacing the principal, 
alone, would not be sufficient to constitute restructuring. 



Uniform and Disaggregated Graduation Rates 

♦ Uniform Definition. Today, states have latitude in determining how graduation rates are calculated. 
To raise expectations and hold schools, districts, and states accountable, the proposed regulation 
requires all states implement a cohort graduation rate, consistent with the definition agreed to by the 
National Governors' Association (NGA), by the 2012-13 school year. With limited exceptions, the 
graduation rate would be defined as the number of students who graduate in four years with a regular 
diploma divided by the number of students who entered four years earlier, adjusting for student 
transfers. In the interim, states that do not yet have a system to accurately track transfers or four 
years of data available will be required to use the Averaged Freshman Graduation Rate (AFGR). 

♦ Establishing Goals. To make AYP, most states expect schools to make only a small amount of 
improvement from one year to the next or meet very low graduation rate goals. The proposed 
regulation requires states to (1) set a goal that represents the rate they expect all high schools to meet 
and (2) define how schools and districts may demonstrate "continuous and substantial improvement." 

♦ Disaggregating Data. Data shows large disparities in the graduation rates of subgroups. The 
proposed regulation requires disaggregated graduation rates to be taken into account in AYP 
calculations. No later than 2012-13 (when all states must use the cohort graduation rate), states would 
be required to disaggregate the data by subgroup at the school, district, and state level for reporting 
and calculating AYP, Prior to 2012-13, states would be required to disaggregate the data at all levels 
for reporting, but disaggregated AYP calculations would be made only at the district and state level. 
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Improved Implementation of Public School Choice and SES 

• School Choice Notification. In 2006-07, participation in public school choice was only 2.2% of 
eligible students. Patents who ate notified of their options well before the start of the school year are 
more likely to enroll their child in a different school, yet only 29% of the districts that were required 
to offer choice notified parents before the start of the school year. The proposed regulation clarifies 
districts must alert parents about their option to transfer their child and their available schools choices 
sufficiently in advance of — but no later than 14 days before ~ the start of the school year. 

• SES Notification. In 2004-05, 94% of the districts that were required to offer SES reported sending 
parents written notification materials regarding their options, yet, in a survey of eligible parents across 
eight districts, only 53% said they had been notified. The proposed regulation requires notices 
explain the benefits of receiving SES, be "clear and concise," and be distinguishable from other 
information. 

• Posting Information on the Web. The proposed regulation requires districts to prominently 
display the following information on the district's web site: the number of students who were eligible 
for and the number of students who participated in choice and SES; a list of schools that are available 
to students eligible to participate in choice; and a list of SES providers approved by the state to serve 
the district and the locations where services are offered 

• State Monitoring of Districts' Implementation of SES. States have always monitored districts, 
but the proposed regulation requires states to develop, execute, and report on the standards and 
techniques for how they monitor their districts' implementation of SES. 

• Provider Approval Process. The proposed regulation clarifies that, to be approved as a provider, an 
entity must provide the state with evidence that the instruction it would provide is aligned with the 
state's academic content and achievement standards and is "research-based." States would also be 
required, at a minimum, to consider: information from the provider on whether it has been removed 
from any states' approved list; parent recommendations or results from parental surveys, if any, 
regarding the success of the provider's program in increasing student achievement; and any evaluation 
results demonstrating that the instructional program has improved student achievement. 

• State Monitoring of Provider Effectiveness. When monitoring the quality of an approved 
provider, the proposed regulation specifies states must consider, at a minimum, evidence that the 
provider's instructional program: is consistent with content and instruction used by the district and 
the state; addresses students' individual needs as described in students' SES plans; has contributed to 
increasing students' academic proficiency; and is aligned with the state's academic content and 
achievement standards. As with provider approval, states would also be required to consider parent 
recommendations, results from parental surveys, and other evaluation results demonstrating the 
success of the provider's instructional program in improving student achievement, if any. 

• Costs for Parent Outreach, The proposed regulation allows a district to count the costs of 
providing parent outreach and assistance toward meeting the obligation of spending an amount equal 
to 20% of the district's Title I, Part A funding on choice-related transportation and SES. The actual 
amount that could be counted would be capped at 1% of that 20% obligation. 

• Maximizing Funds for School Choice and SES. Currently, unspent choice and SES funds may be 
reallocated for other purposes. Before reallocating any unused funds, the proposed regulation 
requires districts to supply satisfactory evidence to the state that it has demonstrated success in: 
partnering with community-based organizations to inform students and parents of choice and SES 
options; ensuring students and their parents have had a genuine opportunity to participate (e.g., by 
providing timely and accurate notices; ensuring that sign-up forms are widely available and accessible, 
as well as have been distributed directly to eligible students and their parents; and allowing eligible 
students to sign-up to receive SES throughout the school year); and ensuring that providers are given 
access to school facilities on the same terms as other outside groups. 
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These proposed regulations were published in the Federal Register on April 23 (see 

http:/ /www .ed.gov /legJsknon/FedRegister/other/2008-2/042308a,htmI) . Comments are due on or before 

June 23. The Department will also hold four regional meetings to receive comments: on May 14, in Boston; 

on May 15, in Dunwoody, GA; on May 19, in Kansas City, MO; and on May 22, in Seatde. The

STUDENT LOAN ACCESS 

Last week, the U.S. House of Representatives approved a bipartisan bill, H.R. 5715, aimed at ensuring 
student loans remain available, despite the shaky credit market. The bill would: 

• increase the annual loan limits on federal loans by $2,000 for all students and increase the aggregate 
loan limits to $31,000 for dependent undergraduates and $57,500 for independent undergraduates; 

• give parents more time to begin paying off their federal PLUS loans by providing them with the 
option to defer repayment up to six months after their children leave school; 

• make sure that shott-term delinquencies in mortgage payments and medical bills do not prohibit 
otherwise eligible parents from being able to borrow PLUS loans, by temporarily classifying as 
"extenuating circumstances" delinquencies on home mortgages and medical bills of up to 180 days; 

• affirm that existing law gives the Secretary of Education the authority to advance federal funds to 
guaranty agencies, in the event that they do not have sufficient capital to originate new loans, and 
allow guaranty agencies to implement the functions of "lender of last resort" on a school-wide 
basis; and 

• grant the Secretary the temporary authority to purchase loans from lenders in the federal guaranteed 
loan program, to make sure lenders continue to have access to capital to originate new loans - albeit 
only if doing so would not result in a net cost for the federal government.

PARENT EXPECTATIONS AND PLANNING 

On a related note, a new report from the Departments National Center for Education Statistics (NCES), 
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"Patent Expectations and Planning for College," examines the educational expectations patents have for 
their children and the higher education planning practices of families and schools. A sample of sixth- 
through twelfth-graders were surveyed in early 2003. About nine out of 10 students (91%) had parents who 
expected them to continue their education beyond high school, while two-thirds (65%) had parents who 
expected them to earn a bachelor's degree or higher. Among students whose parents expected them to 
continue their education, 82% had parents who reported that the family was planning on helping to pay 
their child's higher education costs.

BEATING THE ODDS 

"Beating the Odds," the Council of the Great City School's eighth annual analysis of state-mandated tests in 
67 big city school districts in 37 states, reveals urban systems are continuing to improve in reading and 
math. Indeed, 60% of students scored proficient or above in fourth-grade reading in 2007 (a gain of nine 
percentage points from 2003), and 51% were proficient or above in eighth-grade reading (a gain of eight 
percentage points from 2003). For math, 63% of students scored proficient or above in fourth-grade during 
2007 (a gain of 14 percentage points from 2003), while 55% were proficient or above in eighth-grade (a gain 
of 13 percentage points from 2003). Several urban districts (seven in reading and six in math) had both 
fourth- and eighth-grade scores equal to or greater than their respective states, and the racial achievement 
gap between urban systems and their respective states generally declined. FOR MORE INFORMATION, 
PLEASE GO T O h ttp: / /www, cgcs . org/publications /achievement aspx .

On April 24, President Bush and Secretary Spellings hosted community leaders, educators, and policymakers 
at a White House Summit on Inner-City Children and Faith-Based Schools. The summit underscored the 
need to preserve educational alternatives for underserved students attending chronically under-performing 
schools. Despite their successes, faith-based urban schools are disappearing at a high rate. From 2000 to 
2006, almost 1,200 faith-based urban schools closed, displacing 425,000 students. FOR MORE ,
